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State Subsidized 
Apartments May 
Be Built Here

Schaumburg may soon be the site of a 


subsidized apartment complex near Wise 
and Roselle roads, although the devel- 
oper emphasizes it will not be for low- 
income families. 


In fact, the income range of tenants for 


the complex is projected at between 
$10,000 and $17,000. 


In that range, "you've hit most every- 


body in Schaumburg," said James Dana, 
broker for Bennett and Kahnweiler, the 
agent for Centex Winston Corp., property 
owner. 


The development, first phase of 


Schaumburg Green, would begin the 
planned unit development which even- 
tually is to include both apartments and 
townhouses, and is part of a larger block 
of land which includes Centcx-Schaum- 
burg Industrial Park near Wise and 
Roselle roads. 


The phase will have a total of 357 units, 


110 of them one bedroom, 205 two bed- 
room and 52 three bedroom. The figures 
are roughly half of what was authorized 
by the village board, said Dana, and will 
cover about 55 per cent of the total proj- 
ect area. Also to be constructed in this 
phase are a large L-shaped swimming 
pool and pool house. 


RENTAL ON THE units is projected at 


about $200 for the one bedroom apart- 
ments, and $340 or $360 for the three bed- 
room apartments. Density will be 16.3. 
units to the acre. The firm will spend 
$13,000 per acre for landscaping, or ap- 
proximately $800 per unit. 


Developer of the site will be Jack 


Pritzker, Chicago financier. 


Dana told the village board Tuesday 


the development is to be financed with 
funds obtained from the Illinois Housing 
Development Authority (IHDA), a rela- 
tively new state agency which makes 
funds available for residential construc- 
tion at lower interest loan rates than 
available through conventional financing. 


While IHDA provisions do allow some 


use of Federal Housing Authority 236 
monies, none will be used in this project, 
Dana assured the board. 


Trustee Herb Algner expressed strong 


concerns over the use of IHDA funds, 
and asked if the state requires housing 
built with those funds to accept a specific 
percentage of residents from certain in- 
come brackets or minority race groups. 
Dana said no such restrictions are at- 
tached to the loans. 


"WE DON'T WANT any governmental 


operation dictating to us and saying a 
certain percentage of our population has 
to fall in certain categories," Aigner 
said. 


Mayor Robert 0. Atcher pointed out 


Dana had told the board under oath at 
zoning hearings the property would have 
no FHA 236 housing. The 236 program is 
for low-income groups. 


"Our concern is to build something bet- 


ter than the conventional building," said 
Da'.ia. With current costs of conventional 
financing, it is difficult to obtain funds 
for development. With the IHDA monies, 
rents need not be as high as they would 
have to be with conventional financing. 
Yesterday he said conventional financing' 


interest rates could mean a 10 or 20 per 
cent hike in rents. 


Aigner still expressed concern over, 


possible 236 housing, and asked how the 
village could guarantee no such units 
would be built. Atty. Jack Siegel sug- 
gested the village could then revoke plan 
approval, although such action might not 
"stick," he said. Dana pointed out his 
firm still would have 1,500 acres to be 
developed, and would not want to jeop- 
ardize the future of that land by destroy- 
ing the board's confidence in the firm. 


DANA YESTERDAY said the units 


will not be a "cheap operation." For ex- 
ample, he said, the average apartment 
stove costs $130 to $150, but in this devel- 
opment they will cost $300. 


The developers are trying to "bring 


these in to what the average man can 
afford. Not the poor man or the very rich 
man. It's really to help the guy that isn't 
being helped by anybody else — the 
teachers, policemen and everybody else 
in that community," said Dana, repeat- 
ing the funds are designed to make hous- 
ing costs "within the pockets" of people 
already living in the community, or oth- 
ers like them. 


Intersection 
Work Due 
Next Week 


The 
intersection of Roselle and 


Schaumburg roads will be disrupted for 
at least two months, starting about the 
middle' of next week, for installation of a 
sanitary sewer and water lines from 
Town Square Shopping Center to Library 
Lane. 


The Schaumburg Village Board Tues- 


day night awarded a contract for the 
project to George W. Kennedy Construc- 
tion Co., Inc., Antioch, in the amount of 
$157,132.50. 


Kennedy, the lowest of nine bidders, 


plans to start work a week from today. 
The contract period is for 150 days, but 
Kennedy told the board he anticipates af- 
fecting the intersection for only about 60 
days. The total contract work may be 
completed in much less than the ISO 
days, suggested Joe Zgonina, village en- 
gineer. 


The same intersection is slated for im- 


provements in paving and for signaliza- 
tion this summer, but no timetable has 
been announced for that work. 


The sewer and water mains are to ex- 


tend to Library Lane to service Schaum- 
burg Township Public Library and Beth- 
el Baptist Church, and east and west 
along Schaumburg Road. 


An engineering estimate of the cost 


was $179,701.10. The highest bid, from 
Rosetti Contracting Co., Rolling Mead- 
ows, was $202,050.75. Second low bidder 
was Mola Sewer and Water and Berry 
Sewer and Water, at $177,839.50, and 
third low was Abbott Contractors, Inc., 
Chicago, at $181,277.50.

Reject Plans For Community Building 


Nearly 250 residents of the Winston 


Knolls area voted Monday to use the 
$102,000 allocated for park improvements 
by the Hoffman Estates Park District for 
tennis courts, recreational- fields and 
general park improvements. 


The group soundly rejected plans for a 


2,000-square-foot community building'in 
the area. 


The funds are part of a $1.1 million 


bond issue referendum to be presented to' 
voters June 10. Part of the funds, 
$675,000, will be used for general park 
improvements throughout the district. 


The plan accepted by the Winston 


Knolls Homeowners Association was one 
of three presented by park director Al 
Binder. The plan will now be presented 
to the park board for final approval: 


THE DISCUSSION of the park district 


plans went on for over an hour. Several 
residents questioned Binder and park 
commissioners as to why no swimming 
pool had been planned for the area. 


Initial park plans called for an outdoor 


pool to be built at Winston Knolls, but the 
district later scratched the plan because 
sufficient operating' revenue could be de- 
rived for (he area, park officials ex- 
plained. 


The homeowners group rejected a plan 


last week- for a smaller pool, without 
locker or shower facilities, that the dis- 
trict suggested might be built in the 
area. 


The plan approved by the residents calls 


for four lighted tennis courts that can be 
used as hockey rinks in the winter, sev- 
eral recreational fields, playground ap- 
paratus, shelter buildings, and land- 
scaping. The facility will be built on four 
sites in the area. 


The meetings were held with the resi- 


dents because park officials stated that

Study Plan 
For 24-Hour 
Med Center 


A 24-hour emergency medical center in 


Hoffman Estates is being considered. 


Citing a shortage in local medical facil- 


ities, Richard Regan, chairman of the 
Hoffman Estates Plan Commission, said 
Wednesday that he is "exploring the pos- 
sibility of utilizing" a proposed three-sto- 
ry medical building at Grand Canyon 
Boulevard and Higgins Road as a "24- 
hour emergency medical facility." 


The plan commission recently gave 


Medcoa Corp. permission to construct 
the 26,600-square-foot building which is to 
house medical practitioners offices, a ra- 
diology suite, a pathological laboratory, 
several dental laboratories and a small 
prescription pharmacy. Construction is 
to begin in May. 


Regan emphasized the center would be 


strictly an emergency facility and, in no 
way would function as a full-service hos- 
pital. It would provide treatment for 
such emergency situations as sudden 
heart seizure or children getting some- 
thing caught in their throat, etc., he said. 


Robert Herman of Medcoa is willing to 


discuss the proposal, Regan said. The 
problem, he explained, is deciding how 
such a facility would be operated, staffed 
and financed. 


Regan said he will contact various lo- 


cal civic organizations, especially 
the 


Hoffman Estates Jaycees and Women's 
Club, to solicit volunteer assistance in 
studying and, if feasible, implementing 
the idea. 


THOUGH MEDCOA is willing to allow 


its building to be utilized, it has no in- 
tention, at the present time, of financing 
such an emergency center, Regan said. 


The planner added that a main topic 


will be bow to finance the center. 


Preliminary study indicates that such 


a facility Would need a licensed physi- 
cian on duty continuously plus a regis- 
tered nurse who is also qualified as an 
X-ray technician, he said. 


Regan, representing Hoffman Estates, 


is participating in a local ad hoc study 
committee formed to- determine 
the 


feasibility of establishing a hospital in 
the greater Schaumburg Township area. 
Other participants in the study are Rob- 
ert Atcher, mayor of Schaumburg; Rob- 
ert Frantz, mayor of Roselle, and repre- 
sentatives from Alexian Brothers Medi- 
cal Center in Elk Grove Village and 
Northwest Community Hospital in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


A final determination on the advis- 


ability of constructing a hospital here is 
in the future, Regan noted.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. Adlai E, 


Stevenson III, D-I11., has introduced a 
bill that would require federal registra- 
tion and licensing of all handguns.

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How Do You Halt 
Rail Accidents? 


by DOUG RAY 


A ear stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes, The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This month, two persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate accidents 
in Palatine and 


Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents are injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission answer in uni- 
son: "Not much." 


Tom Smith, a North Western spokes- 


man, explained that the first railroad 
tracks were installed in the Northwest 
suburbs in 1854. The tracks ran from Des 
Plaines to Gary, "and when the line was 
put in, there wasn't any traffic," he said. 


BUT SINCE the horse-and-buggy days, 


the traffic has increased and even though 
safety devices have been installed at 
crossings, it has been inevitable that 
trains and cars reach the crossings si- 
multaneously. 


"All the street crossings have protec- 


tion devices deemed essential by

nois Commerce Commission," 
Smith 


said. "If a car evades the warning, then 
the driver is in jeopardy . . . there's not 
a whole lot we can do." 


HARRY STERN, assistant railway en- 


gineer for the ICC in Springfield, agreed, 


saying, "if a person refuses to obey the 
warning lights, then there is going to be 
trouble." 


Stern estimated that it takes from one- 


half mile to a mile to stop a fast-moving 
commuter train. There's so much kinetic 
energy that they are difficult to stop in 
time to prevent an accident. 


The ICC requires that all single-track 


railway lines must have warning lights 
at crossings, Stern said, "whoever main- 
tains the highway files a petition with the 
commission to require short-arm gates 
at crossings" where they do not exist. 


On most modern rail lines, Stern said, 


crossing signals and gates are lowered 
automatically by track circuits. "We 
have a fail-safe system . . . if something 
goes wrong signals flash and gates come 
down," he added. 


Possibly the only way to completely 


avoid car-train accidents is to build an 
overpass or underpass where cars and 
pedestrians are routed away from the 
tracks. However, the cost of such an in- 
stallation runs "into the millions," Stern 
said, The cost of an overpass is usually 
shared by the highway department and 
the railway, he added. 


Although a highway underpass 
is 


planned at the Hicks Road interchange in 
Palatine, the project has been stalled un- 
til 1974. Officials.of the Illinois Highway 
Department said one of the reasons for 
the delay is the problem of funding. 


Board Ponders Plan To Deal 
With 'Cats Big As Tigers' 


For the second time in recent weeks, 


the Hoffman Estates Village Board has 
discussed possible means of eliminating 
a problem of stray cats in the commu- 
nity. 


The board was asked to consider the 


problem by a resident who complained 
cats as large as "small tigers" knocked 
over his garbage cans and were a gener- 
al nuisance in his neighborhood. The 
resident feared a child would be bitten 
by a cat. 


This week Trustee Virginia Hayter 


suggested Village Mgr. George Longme- 
yer contact Deerfield officials where 
there is an ordinance for cat control. 


In each of the discussions on cats, Vil-

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Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite directions, one on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 
the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E. Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger State Limited, 
which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and fireman 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury. 


Carl Kutzner, engineer of the west- 


bound No. 1087 suburban train headed for 
Harrington, did not have time to jump, 


and became the only fatality. Twenty 
persons were injured. Though some resi- 
dents ran to warn the train, the Barring- 
ton local had no chance of stopping and 
piled not only into the sewer tile, but the 
wreck of the Badger State Limited. 


The estimate of damage was $500,000. 


Among the 5,000 Arlington Heights 


residents of 1930 who remember the 
crash are C. L. Griffith and Elmer 
Crane, who still live in the village. Both 
residents heard the story of the accident 
less than an hour after it happened, but 
neither took a first-hand look. 


Mrs. Henry Malzahn of S. Chestnut 


Street was aboard the westbound train. 
Though she was not injured, her glasses 
were broken in the crash.

Ogilvie Ends 3-Year Wait On Project, 
Harper Music, Science Facilities Get 'Go Ahead9 


A three-year wait for state approval of 


new music and science facilities at Har- 
per College in Palatine has ended. 


Following the recommendation of the 


state's construction review task force, 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie gave a go ahead to 
the $3 million project. The project is to 
be funded with 75 per cent state money 
and 2S per cent local funds from Har- 
per's site and construction fund. 


The state's $2,400,000 share of the proj- 


ect has been held by the governor in a 
statewide budget cut measure. The two 
facilities, comprising the first half of 
phase two of the campus construction, 
were approved by two state education 
boards In 1970 and 1971. They are now 
scheduled for completion by the fall of 
1973. 


Before granting approval for the con- 


struction plans, the governor assigned a 
task force to review the project and trim 
costs. Approximately $130,000 was cut 
from the project, including elimination of 
a watering system and reduction of air 
conditioning. Both of the revisions have 
been postponed for later construction. 


The two* revisions were slimmed down 


from an original list of 18 redesign mea- 
sures proposed By the task force. The 
force also questioned courtyard, sidewalk 
and road space; the brick exterior; and 
mechanical, electrical 'and 
plumbing 


equipment. The list was negotiated and 
reduced in several meetings between the 
task force and college officials. 


According to Harper President Robert 


Lahti, the final cuts amount to more than 
the $130,000 figure because of the escala- 


tion in construction costs since 1970. 


LAHTI SAID HE expects the Illinois 


Building Authority to open the Harper 
project to bidding within the next several 
weeks. "The earliest awarding of the bid 
to a general contractor will be mid-June 
with groundbreaking that same month." 


Harper's architects, Gaudill Rowlett 


Scott of Houston, Tex., estimate a 15 
month construction period. "Optimisti- 
cally," says Harper's president, "we're 
hoping to open the buildings for classes 
in the fall of 1973." 


Approval for the two buildings followed 


an approval for construction of a mainte- 
nance building to be funded 100 per cent 
from local funds. The 6,000 square-foot 
unit, will be used as an interim class- 
room and lab space beginning next fall. 
It will cost $159,000. 


BUI Seeks OK School Board At 18

A proposal passed by a committee of 


the legislature may allow Illinois' young- 
est voters to serve on school boards. 


In Illinois an 18-year-old can fight in a 


war and serve on a village board, but he 
cannot serve on a school board until he is 
nj 
ui. 


The discrepancy can be traced to an 


outdated clause in the Illinois School 
Code which sets 21 years as the min- 
imum age for school board members. 
The code was not revised after the voting 
age was lowered to 18 in federal and 
state constitutions. 


In order to amend the school code, 


State Rep. Eugenia Chapman. 3rd. 
recently submitted two bills to the House 
to extend school board eligibility to 18, 19 
and 20-year-olds. 


Yesterday the House Education Com- 


mittee recommended passage of the bill 
pertaining to elementary and secondary 
boards. Tuesday, the House Committee 
on Higher Education recommended pas- 
sage of a similar bill pertaining to junior 
college boards. 


"Both bills are on the House calendar 


for a second reading next week." said 
Mrs. Chapman. "And hopefully they will 
be voted on before the week ends." 


If passed by the House, the bills will be 


forwarded to the Senate for a repeat of 
the committee review and reading proce- 
dure. Mrs. Chapman says she is optimis- 
tic the bills will be passed by the legisla- 
ture in this session. 


LOCAL SCHOOL board reaction to the 


legislation is mixed, but generally the 
board members say personal quali- 
fications are more important than age. 


Larry Moats, the youngest school 


board member in the area, was elected 
to the Harper College Board of Trustees 
in 1969 at age 21. He says there is "no 
question that youth can play an effective 
role on school boards," 


Milton Hansen, past president of the 


Harper board, confirmed Moats position, 
saying, "if they can vote at 18 then they 
should be able to take their chance at 
board election along with the other vot- 
ers. But I wouldn't put them in any spe- 
cial class." 


According to Donnie Rudd, member of 


the 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 


School Board, "an 18-year-okl's lack of 
experience might be harmful, however I 
think anyone of that age who decides to 
run would probably be astute enough to 
pick up the business-financial end of 
it."

U.S. Congressman Roman C. Pucinski 


is displaying no illusions about the de- 
gree of difficulty In the stunt of unseat- 
ing Republican Sen. Charles H. Percy in 
the November election. 


Pucinski hardly paused for a deep 


breath between the primary election and 
resumption of a full-time campaign 
throughout the state. 


Paced with an obvious identity prob- 


lem in Downstate Illinois, the Chicago 
Democrat has hundreds of'thousands of 
miles to cover in an attempt to cut Per- 
cy's advantage outside Cook County. 


He also will place great emphasis on 


the suburbs, where Adlai Stevenson, he 
believes, began to turn the political tide 
In the state away from the Republicans 
and back toward the Democrats in 1970. 


In six days last week, Pucinski 


squeezed in three visits to the Northwest 
suburbs, between trips to Washington, 
where he must also pay attention to his 
attendance record in the Mouse. 


On a Sunday afternoon, "Pooch" spent 


a relaxed afternoon with about 75 visitors 
at the home of Joseph Connery, 303 S. 
Gibbeng Ave., Arlington Heights. 


THERE HE attempted to explain why 


he was taking "this enormous chance" in 
giving up the House seat he has held 
since 1939 to challenge Percy. 


Conceding the greater role of a senator 


in government, he said, "I believe the 
next 100 months are going to be the most 
exciting in the history of civilization .. . 
I'm running because I want to be where 
the action is." 


Later in the week, he told members of 


the newly formed women's Democratic 
organizations of the 10th and 12th con- 
gressional districts, "I do not believe 
Chuck Percy has the experience, the 
drive or the understanding to face the 
challenges which face this country in the 
next 10 years." 


At that meeting, Pucinski brought out 


the Vietnam war and the economic re- 
cession as the chief issues against Presi- 
dent Nixon and the Republicans. 


"The Nixon administration cannot ob- 


scure the fact that it is unable to deal 
with this senseless war." he said. "Mr. 
Nixon has lost his options. He told us 
repeatedly in 1969. 'I have a plan to end 
the war.' It failed." 


Pucinski conceded a planned recession 


was the only way out of the inflation 
which plagued the country, but said 
unemployment 
afflicting 
six million 


people is unacceptable. 


"WE CAN GENERATE $30 billion in 


taxes by putting the unemployed to 
work." he declared. 


After 13 years in Congress, Pucinski 


will have little trouble finding issues, and 
he knows all the basics of the kind of 
campaign he will need against a strong 
opponent.

mand, although he has not acceded to it. 
As one of his staff members growled, 
"How does Walker think Pucinski got 
where he is? On his good looks?" 


Continuing squabbles between Walker 


and the rest of the ticket can hurt Pu- 
cinski. An astute politician,' he might be 
the logical peacemaker for the Demo- 
crats. 


AT A LUNCHEON meeting last week, 


Pucinski — sharing the speaker's table 
with Mrs. Walker — noted that he had 
supported Paul Simon against Walker in 
the primary. He went on with generous 
praise of Walker, however, declaring, "I 
believe he is capable of bringing about a 
whole new revival of confidence and be- 
lief in state government." 


Only a few days earlier, Pucinski 


made the newspapers after swallowing 
hard in an appearance at Northwestern 
University, and pointed out later that 
that's the way it goes in politics some- 
times.

Education Cooperative (NEC) on the 
High School Dist. 214 Board has decided 
this is the year that win determine 
whether the cooperative will survive. 


Jack Costello told the Dist. 214 Board, 


"We need to re-evaluate the entire NEC 
situation not with an eye to dls- 
assoeiatlon but rather with the intent of 
determining what is needed to make this 
instrument work for all districts In- 
volved." In the past he has praised the 
concept of NEC but criticized what he 
calls the agency's lack of accom- 
plishment. 


Citing the fact that Schaumburg Town-

ship Elementary Dist. 54 recently voted 
to withdraw from the cooperative, Cos- 
tello recommended that the cooperative 
draw up a "white paper" detailing its 
accomplishments and goals to be pre- 
sented each year to board members. 
NEC now includes nine districts from 
Wheeling, Elk Grove, Palatine and 
Schaumburg townships 


Costello said, "The benefits and results 


from NEC have either not matured as I 
had anticipated or I am not as informed 
of these benefits as I should be." He rec- 


\* 


ommended that the "white paper" be 
presented by NEC director Gloria Kin- 
ney to members of all district boards at 
one meeting, if possible. 


IN ADDITION Costello recommended 


that many members of each school 
board, not just delegates, should attend 
the NEC meetings; that NEC should 
request reactions from boards to its pro- 
posals; that an advisory group of ex- 
delegates be set up to help the NEC 
Board; and that new objectives for the 
group be spelled out. 


Costello also referred to a proposal by 


Elk Grove Township Elementary Dist. 59 
to form a unit district in the southern 
portion of Dist. 214 by breaking away 
from the high school district. He said 
that NEC could become "a viable in- 
strument" to consider unification or 
changing the financing of our schools." 


He said, "If NEC is the vehicle (for 


dealing with changes in organization and 
financing), we should make it work; if it 
isn't, we should get out. A solid effort in 
1972-73 should provide the proper direc- 


tion." 


NEC has hired an outside consultant to 


make recommendations on the struc- 
ture of the cooperative in June. 


More than a year ago Dist. 59 sent a 


letter to other districts in NEC criticizing 
the cooperative's structure. Earlier this 
year, Richard Schlott, NEC representa- 
tive from Arlington Heights Elementary 
Dist. 25, suggested that NEC develop a 
more efficient structure and focus on 
educational questions in discussions by 
the advisory board.

THE 1971 White House Conference on 


Aging raised many issues on the prob- 
lems of the elderly. These include hous- 
ing, transportation and finances, among 
others But the concern most expressed 
was the one by Dr Patricia Lamer of 
Wisconsin, who said, "Believe it or not, 
loneliness and boredom are probably the 
greatest problems facing a large number 
of our senior citizens (others as well, of 
course ) 


"Many experts speaking through social 


welfare agencies and the news media in- 
dicate money is the most important prob- 
lem Certainly it is one — a very impor- 
tant one — but one can be poor and still 
have friends and a zest for life and man- 
age even though many material comforts 
are lacking. But to feel completely alone 
within four walls or to feel untouched! 
and unloved and to have no ray of hope 
for any kind of meaningful social experi- 
ence is sheer hell. 


"I'm not sure how to go about solving 


these situations so long as we are all so 
busy.

throughout our nation."

DETERMINE FIRST of all What is go- 


ing on the shelves. 


Building shelves for books means leav- 


ing enough space between them for fin- 
ger room above the top of the books. 
Most books can be stored on 8-inch 
shelves but put up a few that are 12-inch 
or more. This will take care of oversize 
books. 


Put your wider shelves at the bottom, 


narrower at the top. They look better. 


Planning to store IP records on them? 


Leave a little extra room between 
shelves A 12-inch record requires an ex- 
tra quarter-inch all around in its card- 
board case. 


If you plan to use natural finishes on 


your shelves you will need better grades 
of lumber. Painted shelves, shelves for 
basement and garage especially, can be 
made from economy grade lumber. 


You can buy special finished shelves 


(much of it in department stores) or un- 
finished shelves'that are sanded and 
rounded off at the edge and ready for 
mounting. Most of these are of reinforced 
core material with a veneer and are not 
only handsome but sturdy

features but you will save time in cut- 


ting, sanding and finishing. '

There are shelf brackets that fit into 


mounting strips that are fastened to the 
wall.

You can get away from using ex- 


pensive hardware if your shelf is going 
in a corner or between two walls. Cut 
cleats out of small pieces of wood. Mount 
these to the side walls and rest the 
shelves on these. Put another strip along 
the wall the shelf rests against. 


If you are building a bookcase remem- 


ber a back makes it more stable than 
leaving It open. Use hardboard or ply- 
wood. If you fill the whole wall with such 
a bookcase, toenail through top into the 
wall studs. You can run nails or screws 
through the back and into the wall.

Remain Open 


Rescue Plan 


Do you want your child kept out 


of school, for weeks on end, simply 
because the school teachers are 
fighting with the school board over 
salaries? 


Of course not. Not only would 


you not want your children under- 
foot at home — you see enough of 
them during the summer, anyway 
— but you probably would support 
the idea that public schools should 
educate, not sit idle, most of the 
year. 


Currently, 
there's 
legislation 


pending in Springfield which would 
protect you and your children from 
school-closing strikes. 


HS 2516, currently in the House 


Elementary Education Committee, 
authorizes the State Superintend- 
ent of Education to run school dis- 
tricts and appoint administrators

when the normal education pro- 
gram is disrupted by lack of mon- 
ey or by "unwillingness of the 
School Board to comply with the 
laws and standards established by 
the state." 


In other words, it gives State 


Supt. Michael Bakalis the power to 
run public schools if they are 
struck. 


No one — especially in the in- 


creasingly labor-dominated teach- 
ing field — likes a strikebreaker, 


but that is what HB 2516 estab- 
lishes. It is always preferable to 
settle salary squabbles by negotia- 
tions than to bring in state offi- 
cials; we hope that Bakalis' power 
would never have to be invoked. 


Such hope, however, ignores the 


directions of Illinois public educa- 
tion. First, salary negotiations are 
increasingly lengthy and bitter, as 
teachers and school boards argue 
for months and months about the 
conditions 
of negotiation 
before 


settling down to talk about money. 


Second, the Illinois Education 


Association, under the leadership 
of Curtiss Plott, its executive di- 
rector, has become sharply more 
militant in the last two years. Its 
Uniserv program, designed to place 
a professional negotiator in each 
district, strengthens the teacher's 
bargaining position and may lead 
towards a unified, common front 
against school boards. 


We have yet to have an extended 


teachers1 strike in the Northwest 
suburbs, although Dist. 59 did have 
a brief but bitter strike last year. 
But the threat of a disruption is a 
factor which all districts must con- 
sider in developing their education- 
al plans for the future. 


We aren't suggesting that Bak- 


alis should organize a 
"strike 


force" 
to move instantly into 


struck school districts. Rather, we 
believe he should have the power 
to act whenever there is a serious 
or potentially lengthy strike. 


His use of such power must be 


limited. But. he needs such power 
to continue to guarantee the educa- 
tion of our children; the public in- 
terest must supersede the rights of 
teachers and school boards to 
deadlock on issues. Our children 
MUST be educated. 


Russians OK Space 


The United States spends less 


than one-half of 1 per cent of its 
Gross National Product on space 
activities. According to the best es- 
timates, the Soviet Union spends 
about 2 per cent of a GNP half as 
large. 


This means that dollar for dollar 


or ruble for ruble, the Soviet Union 
spends twice as much on space as 
does the United States. 


Despite this fact, there is little 


evidence of grumbling among Rus- 
sians that these billions might bet- 
ter be devoted to pressing domestic 
problems. Lest you jump to the 
conclusion that this is because So- 


viet citizens have little say in the 
running of their country, be ad- 
vised that the reason is quite other- 
wise. 


Asked to explain it, Dr. Boris N. 


Petrov, 
director of the 
Soviet 


Academy's Iritercosmos Branch, 
the Soviet NASA, offered: "Prob- 
ably that is connected with the fact 
that many social problems in the 
Soviet Union are already solved or 
are being successfully solved." 


Having achieved paradise on 


earth, or almost, can the Russians 
be blamed for reaching to the 
heavens?

Hayes Attends ASNE Convention 


Press-U.S. 'Cold War9 Rages

Society of Newspaper Editors (ASNE) 
gathered in Washington last week for our 
annual meeting, President and Mrs. Nix- 
on invited us to a lavish reception at the 
White House. 


It was a gala affair. 
In honor of the occasion, the normally 


closed-off 
second floor of the White 


House was opened up for visiting editors 
and their wives. 


Elaborate buffet tables were heaped 


with a dazzling variety of hot and cold 
hors d'oeurves, including seemingly-end- 
less supplies of fresh shrimp, cold lob- 
ster, and shishkabob. 


An army of formally-attired black wai- 


ters manned a massive bar and dis- 
pensed so generously as to leave even the 
most parched editor satisfied — and reel- 
ing. 


The red-uniformed Marine Corps band 


played waltzes; the Army chorus enter- 
tained throughout the early evening; and 
for two-and-a-half hours, the President 
beamed his welcome to the editors, 
clasping hundreds of hands in a warm 
show of friendship. 


Mrs. Nixon exuded charm and at- 


tracted envious stares from wives for her 
light blue gabardine dress by Adele 
Simpson. 


Mingling with guests was an array of 


Cabinet celebrities — including William 
Rogers, George Romney, Peter Peterson 
and'Melvin Laird. 


It was an exhibition of good will and 


conviviality that was short-lived, how- 
ever. For not even the gaiety of a White 
House reception could thaw the "cold 
war" that has developed between the 
government and the press. 


Throughout our three-day meeting, edi- 


tors heard documented reports of a 
"growing climate of hostility" in govern- 
ment toward the press. 


There is today more secrecy in govern-

ment than ever before, with 
officials 


from the lowest levels of bureaucracy to 
the Vice President himself making fron- 
tal attacks against the press. 


Representatives of the White House 


provided ample evidence of this "hostil- 
ity" in their meetings with editors. 


Vice President Agnew went on the of- 


fensive by singling out the New York 
Times and other newspapers for regu- 
larly "scourging" the President. 


Treasury Secretary Connally scolded 


the press for its lack of "restraint," de- 
claring that every facet of American life 
is being subjected to criticism and attack 
. . . "Criticism that is not objective and 
not fair, but always finding that there's 
something wrong with our institutions." 


Kevin T.' Maroney, Deputy Assistant 


Attorney General for the Internal Secur- 
ity Division, was even blunter. Defending 
the right and "necessity" for govern- 
ment secrecy, he warned the editors that 
if they publish classified 
government 


documents or files stolen from govern- 
ment agencies they run the risk of crimi- 
nal prosecution. 


The "agree with me or else" attitude 


in government enables our critics to 
make no complaint nor criticism when 
space is given to their own point of view 
— unless they twist the slightest gap in a 
news story into "biased reporting." But 
disagree editorially, and Vice President 
Agnew or his cohorts accuse us of selling 
this nation down the river. 


Fortunately, the precious and con- 


stitutionally guaranteed privilege of a 
free press has never been as vigorously 
and universally defended as it is today. 


"I hope no one will be intimidated by 


the threats made here today, that -you 
may be put in jail, that you may be pros- 
ecuted," said syndicated columnist Jack 
Anderson in response to Maroney's warn- 
ing. "That is the kind of authority that is 
exercised in the Kremlin." 


He pointed to the Nixon adminis- 


tration's "flagrant" classification of rou- 
tine documents and added, "This isn't 
national security, this is political secur-

'A New Interest* In Interest

If you're saving money to avoid bor- 


rowing for that new car or boat you 
want, you may be a little puzzled by the' 
attitude of a top official in the state gov- 
ernment. 


Paying as you go, says John W. 


McCarter Jr., costs just as much money 
— at least for state government — as 
paying interest on borrowed money. 


McCarter is director of the Illinois Bu- 


reau of the Budget and is considered by 
many astute financial minds to be some- 
what of a whiz in fiscal matters. 


His astuteness is not being called into 


question 
by this word-monger, who 


couldn't figure the compound interest on 
a $2 bill if given McCarter's whole budg- 
et of the bureau and a direct line to the 
Chase 
Manhattan 
accounting depart- 


ment. 


But his explanation of why it is just as 


cheap for the state to borrow as to pay 
cash is a bit confusing. 


McCarter uses as an example con- 


struction of a $5 million hospital. 


If the hospital- is financed through 


bonds to be paid over a period of 20 
years, McCarter -points out; the cost 
could rise to $9 or $10 million for princi- 
pal and interest. 


So the' Hospital costs $4 to $5 million 


more, right? Wrong. 


In the first place, says McCarter, if

you had the $5 million in the state treas- 
ury and were foolish enough to go out 
and spend it on a new hospital, you 
would lose all the interest that you could 
collect. And if it -was earning the same 
amount of interest as the interest you 
have to pay to borrow, there is no net 
difference in the cost of the hospital. 


Well, what if the state doesn't have the 


money to pay cash, and thus can't lose 
any interest? 


(You can see right now who is going to 


get stuck, can't you?) 


In that case, of course, if the state in- 


sists on paying for the hospital as it is 
built, it has to go to the taxpayer for 
more money. And if the taxpayer doesn't 
have it, he has to borrow it, and pay 
interest on it. And if he does have it, he 
loses the interest he would be earning if 
he didn't give it to the state so the state 
wouldn't have to borrow money and pay 
interest on it. 


McCarter's viewpoint on interest is set 


forth in a background paper prepared in 
support of Gov. Ogilvie's, "Capital Bond 
Development Act," which would greatly 
expand the state's power to issue general 
obligation bonds for capital improve- 
ments. ' 


i Generally, supporters of the bill argue 
that allowing the state to issue bonds 
backed by the "full faith and credit" of 
the state will attract the best interest 


rates. Such bonds can be sold at a great 
saving over revenue bonds and bonds is- 
sued by the Illinois Building Authority, 
which in the past has been used to cir- 
cumvent limits on state indebtedness. 


McCarter cites evidence that 
"full 


faith and credit" bonds can be sold for 
roughly one-half to one per cent less in- 
terest than IBA bonds. 


And he says the case of the hospital 


"illustrates a universal law that governs 
financial transactions . . . a given sum of 
money is worth more to an individual or 
a government if it is available now than 
if it is available later on." 


I certainly would agree with that. What 


worries me is that it all means that less 
of a given sum of my money-is going to 
be available to me, now or later on.

to the absolute preservation of our free- 
doms and the rights of man. 


There is not a reputable newspaper in 


America that would not quickly and with- 
out equivocation expose and fight un- 
ceasingly any threat that endangers the 
security or welfare of the nation. 


Despite its errors of omission and com- 


mission, there is much to commend in 
the press — newspapers today are more 
responsible, more independent, more ac- 
curate and less partisan than ever fc-e- 
fore. And never before has there been a 
greater need for honesty, integrity and 
respect for truth. 


"Freedom of information is never a 


war won; it is and will always be a con- 
tinuing battle," warned Robert M. White, 
III, chairman of ASNE's freedom of in- 
formation committee. "We must recog- 
nize that there are new generations of 
young people not taught why their right 
to a free press is precious. And there are 
adults, too, of both the far right and the 
far left who consider the First Amend- 
ment solely their own — but not for oth- 
ers."

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Taxes, Inflation Must Be Considered

MISSION, Tex. UPI) _ The world's 


largest fly factory, situated on an aban- 
doned military installation near the U.S.- 
Mexican border, is saving cattlemen in 
the Southwest more than $90 million a 
year. 


Officially headquarters for the U.S. De- 


partment of Agriculture's screwworm 
eradication program, the center is ster- 
ilizing 160 million male screw-worm flies 
a week through use of atomic energy to 
halt the cattle pest along the border, 


The program, with a recent $500,000 in- 


crease allotted by the Nixon Adminis- 
tration, costs $6.5 million a year to oper- 
ate. But Dr. M. E. Meadows, director, 
sajs the investment has all but elimi- 
nated the screw-worm as a major threat 
to the cattle industry. 


Before the eradication program started 


in 1962, cattlemen were losing an esti- 
mated $100 million a year. This past 
year, only 473 cases of screwworms were 
confirmed in the entire continental 
United States. Before 1962, the figure 
surpassed one billion cases a year. 


SCREWWORMS OFFICIALLY were 


declared eradicated in this country in 
196S, three years after the sterile fly 
treatment began along the border, but 
yearly buildups of the pest in Mexico re- 
quire constant vigilance in border states. 


Thirty-five airplanes based at old 


Moore Air Field near Mission and at 
Douglas, Ariz., daily parachute boxes of 
male flies to form a protective grid from 
Brownsville, Tex., to San Diego, Calif. 


"The President has asked $2 million in 


next year's budget to start eradication in 
Mexico," Meadows said. "If the barrier 
were at the Isthmus of Tehuantcpec, the 
program would cost just $2 million a 
year." 


This would entail ridding all but the 


most southern tip of Mexico of screw- 
worms. 


"STERILE FLY treatment is most ef- 


News 


fective," Meadows said. "But what we 
have in the U.S. depends on what they 
had in Mexico." 


Starting in April, 1971, the huge fly fac- 


tory began transporting 2.4 million ster- 
ile males a week to Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands for an eradication pro- 
gram in the two U.S. Caribbean posses- 
sions. 


Fertile female screwworm flies seek 


out wounds in warm-blooded animals in 
which to lay their eggs. The navels of 
newly born range calves are especially 
susceptible. Once the eggs hatch into tiny 
worms, the animal is quickly, infected 
and dies without treatment. 


The original screwworm program was 


a joint effort between the Southwest Ani- 
mal Health Commission and Mexican 
ranchers. Last year Mexican ranchers 
agreed to pay a special tax to finance an 
improved eradication program south of 
the border, but the magnitude of the 
problem apparently has not halted the 
yearly migration of the fertile flies north- 
ward.

More than half 
the growth in insured pension funds was 
attributable to separate accounts set up 
by insurance companies to invest pension 
monies; separate accounts of insurance 
companies amounted to an estimated 
$7.2 billion at the end of 1971, compared 
to $4.9 billion in 1970. 


In the public sector, state and local re- 


tirement funds had $64.7 billion in assets 
at year's end, according to Federal Re- 
serve Board estimates. These funds grew 
by $6.8 billion or 11.7 per cent. 


Federal government pension funds held 


$70.8 billion in assets, invested almost en- 
tirely in government securities, CCH re- 
ported. 


are steadily rising almost to a point of no 
return and, further, that there have been 
relatively few changes in the tax laws 
for the definitive relief of retired people. 


"Conversely, there are some real 


blockbusters with special impact on the 
generally fixed gross income of retired 
people — plus repercussions on just 
about everybody," he adds. 


"For example, sales taxes have risen 


about 50 per cent in 20 years. In the 
same period, gasoline taxes have gone 
up more than 85 per cent^ public trans- 
portation costs have skyrocketed in ex- 
cess of 150 per cent. Take these out of 
gross income and the real income begins 
to make its appearance." 


Reasoner also notes that in this same 


period food prices have risen more than 
35 per cent and medical costs have 
soared 160 per cent-plus — adding to the 
woes of those with fixed incomes. 


"Another factor is that we have be- 


come a service-oriented society," Rea- 
soner points out. "The cost of services 
has gone up more than 100 per cent in 
the last 20 years — and we are contin- 
ually introducing and using more ser- 
vices. Today, 41 per cent of the family 
income goes for services, as compared 
with 36 per cent only 10 years ago." 


He observes that all of these items 


help emphasize the necessity for mean- 
ingful retirement planning — "planning 
which carefully considers the variables 
of taxes and inflation." 


"In light of these facts, those ap- 


proaching retirement would do well to 
re-examine their projected future income 
— avoid self-delusion — make it truly fit 
the financial needs of tomorrow," Rea- 
soner concluded.

NEW YORK - The Mafia is alive and 


well, even though a lot of its members 
have been getting shot to death lately. 


The current East Coast vendetta mur- 


ders — with top mobster Joe (Crazy Joe) 
Gallo heading the list of corpses — has 
police and civilians alike wondering what 
it all means for the future of organized 
crime. 


If something this complicated and 


bloody can be summed up in a word, the 
answer is: growth. 


Where the mob is concerned, growing 


pains, usually fatal, accompany any ma- 
jor change. The crime syndicate is head- 
ing in a new direction, full steam ahead, 
and when a train rounds a rough curve 
people get thrown off. 


The billions in cash generated by the 


mob's criminal activities — drugs, gam- 
bling, loansharking, fencing of stolen 
goods and the like — are still being 
plowed back into legitimate businesses 
which are growing at a fantastic rate be- 
cause of this force-feeding. But the bal- 
ance between legal and illegal enter- 
prises is starting to shift rather dramati- 
cally. 


TWO COLORFUL new figures domi- 


nate the scene, even though one is dead, 
one is permanently crippled and neither 
is the real behind-the-scenes leader of 
the secret conflict. 


The "front men" are the recently de- 


ceased Gallo and Joseph A. Colombo Sr., 
who was supposed to have died by assas- 
sination last June 28, but miraculously 
survives with extensive brain damage. 


Family feuds have something to do 


with the current bloodbath, but the con- 
flict runs far deeper. Gallo and Colombo 
symbolize basic, contradictory trends in 
the future plans of organized crime. 


Colombo, with his blatantly all-white 


publicity approach, spearheads one mob 
faction that seeks to keep control of the 
lucrative heroin and numbers rackets in 
black and Puerto Rican ghetto areas. 


Gallo, who hoped to change his "im- 


age," represented a faction that wants to 
walk away from the socially obnoxious 
drug trade, concentrate more on its legal

holdings and become respected pillars of 
society. 


To this end, Gallo planned to elevate 


black, Puerto Rican and Chicano under- 
lings to management level, let them 
pocket the immense profits and take i the 
undesirable publicity, too. 


Moving with him, blacks and Puerto 


Rican mobsters have been pressuring 
their all-white overbosses for a heftier 
cut of the take . . . or else. In Attica 
(N.Y.) State Prison during 1963, Gallo 
worked closely with black inmates. He 
later filed a court suit charging he'd 
been punished cruelly and unusually for 
defending the rights of blacks. 


SO, WHEN A BLACK assassin, Jerome 


A. Johnson, was used against Colombo 
last summer, many read this as Gallo's 
personal signature But, although instant 
revenge was predicted, the Colombo fac- 
tion has been thrown into confusion. 


One delay was Colombo's physical con- 


dition. So ironclad is mob discipline, and 
so few the subordinates with real lead- 
ership ability, that no one wanted to 
make any major decisions' while there 
was a chance Colombo could stage a 
comeback from death Recently he has 
grown stronger. 


The second fact that held bloody retri- 


bution in check was the "double take- 
out" plan of the Colombo kill. This clas- 
sic gambit involves a "hit man" who is 
conned into committing a public murder 
by promises of full protection. 


Once he pulls the trigger, a "take-out" 


man silences the hit man forever, plead- 
ing self-defense or temporary insanity as 
a motive In the Colombo caper, the 
take-out man was one of the victim's 
own trusted bodyguards This confusedly 
pointed away from Gallo toward the Boss 
of Bosses, 72-year-old Carlo Gambino. 


In the nine months it took Colombo to 


regain enough faculties to help solve the 
dilemma, there has been no dearth of 
gangland slayings On Sept. 19, 1971, 
James (Jimmy Doyle) Plumeri, leading 
member of the old Luchese family, was 
strangled On March 2, 1972, Vito Licata 
was killed and Frank Giambone 
wounded. In fact, police of the New 
York-New Jersey area estimate that 
over the past two years more than 30 
Mafia-connected homicides have taken 
place. 


THE FIRST TIME the business of or- 


ganized 
crime jolted 
this 
violently 
> 


around a curve of history was during 
Prohibition, 
when younger mobsters 


were held in check by the 18th-century 
Mafia taboos against drugs and alliances 
with non-Sicilians. But with the end of 
Prohibition in sight, this major source of 
profits seemed 
about to 
disappear. 


Something had to be done. 


On the night of Sept. 11, 1931, and for 


two days thereafter, more than 40 old- 
time Mafiosi, including Boss of Bosses 
Salvatore Maranzano, were rubbed out. 
Overnight the Mafia went from 18th to 
the 20th century and made broad al- 
liances for handling drugs. This new 
source of cash effectively replaced alco- 
hol when Repeal came in 1933. 


In the 1950s, with the murders of high- 


ranking mobsters like Willie Moretti and 
Albert Anastasia and the shooting of 
Frank Costello, a brief war of geographic 
jurisdiction flared up. But the current 
wave of killings reflects a deep-seated 
move to win respectability by leaving 
drug profits to those who will usurp them 
anyway, in time. 


The new direction of the mob is now 


toward legitimate investments and enter- 
prises in the area of so-called victimless 
crimes — gambling, stock market mani- 
pulation, business and bank fraud and 
the like. 


The snydioate's well-known use of 


Swiss banking secrecy highlights the ex- 
tent to which many legal businesses are 
owned, wholly or in part, openly or in 
secret, by members of organized crime. 


Unreported cash moves by courier to 


Switzerland from the criminal and quasi- 
legal activities of the mob. It returns to 
the United States as anonymous Swiss 
bank drafts to buy stocks and- bonds, 
make mortgage and business loans and 
otherwise grease an already well-oiled 
legal business empire with heavy inter- 
ests in the fields of real estate, construc- 
tion, trucking, clothing, food, retailing, 
entertainment, resorts and vending 


ALTHOUGH SECURITIES and Ex- 


change Commission regulations require 
an investor who controls more than 10 
per cent of a corporation to reveal his 
identity, many a nameless Swiss account 
holds up to 9.9 per cent of the company. 
Other faceless accounts own similarly 
discreet percentages. 


When the real owners of these accounts 


feel the time is ripe, they reveal their 
interconnection and make their control 
felt. Only then does management realize 
who actually owns the various 9.9 per 
cent chunks of the corporation. 


But such business chicanery goes only 


so far in explaining the present blood- 
bath Key mob figures are eliminated for 
business reasons, ,but once this happens 
the family-vendetta concept of manliness 
is challenged and murders are then com- 
mitted to regain respect.

Many Criticize Press But 
Oppose Government Control 


NEW YORK (UP!) - Many people are 


unhappy with the press but they don't 
want the government to place controls on 
it, pollster Louis Harris reports. Harris 
told a meeting of the American News- 
paper Publisher 
Association Tuesday 


that surveys show declining respect for 
institutions, including the news media 
and government in the United States, 


The 86th annual ANPA convention, at- 


tended by about 1.400 publishers and top 
newspaper executives, went into its 
fourth and final day today with a pro- 
gram of panels and discussions. 


Harris said that six years ago 29 pel- 


cent of those polled had a great deal of 
respect for the people running the press, 
SO per cent had only some respect and 17 
per cent had hardly any. Now only 18 per 
cent have a great deal of respect, 51 per 
cent some respect and 26 per cent hardly 
any. 


DESPITE THIS, there is little public 


support for strict government controls, 
Harris said. "Respect for government 
has fallen off every bit as much as lead- 
ership In the private sector estab- 
lishment," he said.

How 
come doctors do not prescribe antibiotics 
to get rid of a three-month cold? Would a

blades? 


Dear Reader — Most of the illnesses 


that we call the flu are caused by a 
virus. Viruses differ from bacteria in 
that a virus can only grow within a living 
cell. That is why research on viruses is 
done by putting the viruses inside of eggs 
or animals for study. Bacteria, on the 
other hand, can be grown on gelatinlike 


material with various nutrient sub- 
stances in it. 


There is no sure way to prevent the flu 


and it is passed through the air like any 
other virus. There are not very many 
things you can do to cure it once you 
have gotten it, except to provide symp- 
tomatic support, which means getting 
plenty of fluids to prevent dehydration 
and taking medicines to relieve headache 
and reduce fever if the condition is bad 
enough to justify this. Whatever treat- 
ment is provided for individuals with a 
virus infection or flu is mainly to treat 
the symptoms. None of these medicines 
can actually get rid of the virus. Nature 
has to do the rest. 


Coughing and sneezing without cov- 


ering the face does disseminate infected 
droplets, which helps to transmit respi- 
ratory infections, including flu. Besides, 
it is just common courtesy to cover your 
face when this occurs. 


THERE IS NO such thing as a cold for 


three months. Anyone who has symp- 
toms of a "cold" that last more than a 
week should certainly see a doctor. A 
"cold" that lasts for three months is 
something else It may be an allergy or 
it may be a chronic lung infection or 
chronic sinusitis. In any case, it deserves 
medical attention without further delay. 


The reason doctors don't always give 


antibiotics to treat colds is that, unless 
there is an associated bacterial infection 
of the throat or sinuses, they don't do 
any good. Antibiotics are not effective 
against common virus infections, such as 
flu. 


A steam bath and a massage for ach- 


ing muscles are often helpful People 
who are seriously ill, or individuals with 
heart or circulatory diseases, should be 
careful about using steam baths, how- 
ever, except under a doctor's advice.

paintings, sculpture, crafts, and pot- 
tery created by artists from through- 
out the country. 


As more and more people 65 and over 


have received Social Security checks 
during the past 20 years, fewer and few- 
er of them have made their homes with 
relatives. 


Of the 12 million people 65 and over in 


1952, one in six got monthly Social Secur- 
ity checks and half lived with relatives, 
according to Cornelius R. Schafer, man- 
ager of the Chicago Northwest Social Se- 
curity office. 


"Today there are more than 20 million 


people 65 and over," he said. "Four out 
of five get Social Security checks and 
one in three lives with relatives." 


Social Security may have contributed 


to the live-alone trend, according to 
Schafer. 


"A study snows that most people 65 


and over prefer to live on their own if 
they have enough income," he said. 
"And Social Security payments have be- 
come the largest single share of their in- 
come — now about 34 per cent." 


SINCE 1952, the average monthly So- 


cial Security check paid to a retired 
worker has increased from $50 to $131. 
The number of people who get Social Se- 
curity retirement benefits has increased 
from 2 million to nearly 17 million. 


"Some of the people getting retirement 


checks are under 65," Schafer said. 
"They include wives, dependent hus- 
bands, and children of retired workers — 
plus retired workers who begin collecting 
reduced benefits at 62,63 or 64." 


"But more than nine out of 10 people 65 


and over are eligible for Social Security 
payments," he noted. "And two out of 
three of them prefer to live by them- 
selves — as married couples or single 
people." 


Four out of five married couples with 


one member 65 or over now live apart 
from relatives — compared to two out of 
three in 1952. 


Three out of five single people 65 or 


over live alone now — compared to half 
the single men and two in five single 
women in 1952, the study shows. 


The study was conducted by the Social 


Security Administration of the U.S. De- 
partment of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare.

Reports Hike In Single Family Starts 
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The vigorous rebound in single family 


permits in the Chicago metropolitan are 
continued uninterrupted for the first 
quarter of 1972, according to Roland J. 
Barslow, president of Bell Federal Sav- 
ings and loan Association. 


Barstow reported that first quarter 


permits for single family units were up 
26 per cent over the comparable period 
of last year and posted the greatest gain 
since 1961. There were 4,328 single family 
units reported In the first quarter of this 
year compared to 3,420 units in 1971. 


"The significant difference," said Bar-' 


stow, "occurred in the suburban areas 
where a 32 percent increase was ob- 
served with single family permits rising 
from 2,494 in the first quarter of last 
year to 3,287 in the first quarter of 1972. 


The unincorporated areas also gained 


in this same period recording 722 single 
units from the 577 of last year. However, 
the City of Chicago declined slightly to • 
317 from 349 in the first quarter of 1971. 


"The report on multi-family units is a 


different situation entirely," continued 
Barstow. "In the first quarter of 1972 
apartment permits were down 27 per 
cent reporting only 4,027 from the 5,531 
noted last year. The statistics of our Bell 
Federal Survey of New Building show 
that this is the lowest number of permits 
posted since the first quarter of 1967."

It is true that changing life styles 
have caused some of our young people to 
prefer apartment living; but what is en- 
couraging about the present housing 
market is that no matter what you are 
looking for in the way of housing, you 
can find a plentiful supply in the mar- 
ket," concluded Barstow.

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Hits Scavenger 
Service Cost 


Monopolistic and discriminatory prac- 


tices are increasing the price of scaven- 
ger service in many Chicago area subur- 
ban communities, according to Ben Hut- 
to, chairman of the legislative action 
committee of the Apartment Council of 
Metropolitan Chicago. 


Hutto, an executive of the Vavrus com- 


pany in Joliet. said, "All too frequently 
communities turn the right to limit li- 
censes to only one scavenger into a non- 
competitive situation in which apartment 
residents are forced to pay considerably 
more to a village-licensed scavenger 
than they would if the owner could select 
the lower-priced scavenger. "Let no mis- 
take be made," Hutto said, "When non- 
competitive, monopolistic practices are 
used, it is the people at large who pay " 


Some municipalities in the Chicago 


Suburban area have for some time con- 
trolled the disposition of trash, garbage 
and similar types of waste materials by 
means of limiting the licensing of scav- 
engers operating within their boundaries. 
All too frequently, Hutto said, the prac- 
tice of allowing only one scavenger ser- 
vice to operate in a community creates a 
monopoly and, instead of providing bet- 
ter scavenger service to that community, 
only increases the cost of the service to 
its taxpayers. 


When comparing the cost per apart- 


ment in these communities we find that 
the exclusive contracts cost the apart- 
ment owner, in many cases, more than 
twice as much. Hutto said "The Apart- 
ment Council of Metropolitan Chicago, 
along with its many members individ- 
ually, feel that this situation should be 
brought to light and immediate action 
taken to correct the inequities which this 
discriminatory practice condones. The 
higher costs that are Involved can only 
cause higher rents and helps to defeat 
our goal of providing decent housing for 
all of our society at affordable prices," 
he concluded.

Industry, consumer labor and public rep- 
resentatives in the Phase II controls sys- 
tem must all realize that no one segment 
of the economy -is entitled to special 
treatment, according to Tucker. 


Turning to the issue of property taxes, 


Tucker said a ceiling on this tax is 
needed. There should be a rollback in 
real estate taxes, commensurate with 
value, said Tucker, so "the confiscatory 
nature of taxes doesn't put us out of busi- 
ness." 


Tucker criticized the anti-solicitation 


ordinances which have been adopted in 
several U.S. municipalities, and attempts 
to limit the size of commissions. This. 
added to the efforts for local licensing of 
professionals and the prohibition of "for 
sale" or "sold" signs in some areas is 
taking away the tools of the real estate 
trade, according to Tucker. 


Noting that some of the restrictive or- 


dinances are aimed at panic-peddling or 
block-busting activities by real estate 
brokers, Tucker said he "encourages 
Realtors to solicit complaints on this is- 
sue." Realtors can be censured by the 
local board in addition to the possibility 
that they'll lose their state license for 
this type of activity, Tucker said. He 
said none of those persons brought to his 
attention for panic-peddling activity are 
Realtors. The local Realtor board could 
act as arbitrator in the case, Tucker 
said. 


The Realtor's obligation is to Sell 


America First Everyday, according to a 
promotional plan outlined by Tucker. He 
presented a Sell America First Everyday 
award to George Dunne, chief of the 
Cook County Board of commissioners.

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Small Apartment Owners May Protest Area Taxes 


by LEA TONKIN 


The "little guys" of the apartment in- 


dustry, estimated at some 5,000 owners 
in the Chicago metropolitan area, have a 
chance to discuss common management 
and financial problems through a new 
area-wide organization. 


The Small Apartment Owners Com- 


mittee of the Apartment Council of Met- 
ropolitan Chicago is recruiting members 
for this effort, according to Michael 
Sparks. He is president of the Roscmont- 
bnsed apartment management firm, 
Sparks and Co>, and is serving as chair- 
man of the new Small Apartment Owners 
Committee. 


Sparks contends that the owners of two 


and three flat buildings are 
often 


unaware of their total finance and 
maintenance costs. They may not know 
what profit level to seek, or whether the 
income from an apartment building will 
justify the hiring of professional manage- 
ment. 


The Apartment Council can offer assis- 


tance in these and other areas, according 
to Sparks. 


The small apartment owner shares 


many problems with the larger manage- 
ment firms in the Chicago area, he said. 
Common denominators are the problem 
of Phase II rent controls and rising prop- 
erty taxes. Landlords will be receiving 
their 1971 property tax bills in the near 
future, he said. However, this cost can- 
not be reflected in rent hikes until after 
the first payment is made (probably not 
until mid-summer). 


Sparks, who owns over 3,300 apartment 


units in Chicago area suburbs, said many 
apartment owners were hit with tre- 
mendous property tax bills this year. "In 
some cases the rate jumped 55 per 
cent," he said. Property tax accounts for 
12 to 40 per cent of an apartment build- 
ing's gross income, he said, depending on 
the area in which it is located and other 
factors. There may be some joint action 
on the part of Chicago area's large and 
small landlords in a protest to the coun- 
ty's assessor's office this year, Sparks 
said. 


"The only way the small apartment 


owners can be heard from is for them to 
get together," Sparks said. He noted that 
apartment owners in the suburbs face 
the additional problem of stiff com- 
petition. This will make it difficult for 
some owners to pass along their tax in- 
creases. 


Sparks led two organizational meetings 


last week in an effort to reach the Chi- 
cago area small apartment owners. Ap- 
proximately 90 persons attended each of 
the sessions.

Owners is actively seeking members 
through its membership committee.

In some cases, collectors 
may receive "official cachets" from the 
United Nations and Canadian postal ser- 
vices for the cost of the stamp. affixed 
plus a service charge, usually about 5 
cents each. Except for the inauguration 
of the U.S. Postal Service (July 4,1971) 
and the cachets available for the Chicago 
and Memphis philatelic centers, the U.S. 
Post Office does not offer "official cach- 
ets." However, now that Washington has 
realized that people COLLECT stamps, 
we may see these official cachets in the 
future. 


—To those looking for numbers of first 


day covers cancelled: the latest statistics 
I have are on the postal card com- 
memorating America's hospitals issued 
Sept. 16, 1971. There were 218,200 first 
day cancellations of that issue. As soon 
as I can rouse someone in the Philatelic 
Center at the New York Post Office I 
will get you the number-of first day can- 
cellations on the CABE stamp issued 
there on Oct. 27, 1971. Phone connections 
to New York are pretty sad, indeed, and 
now it's a matter of principle!

Coins Spread Tood For All' Message Through World 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - A quarter 


billion coins are spreading the "Food for 
All" message of the United Nations in 
every corner of the world. 


In one of its many ..efforts to campaign 


for freedom from hunger, the U.N. Food 
and Agriculture Organization FAO 
launched a coin plan in 1968.'To date 40 
countries have minted special coins in 
support of FAO, which has played a key 
role in fighting starvation since the end 
of World War If. 


The coin plan'was patterned after the 


FAO's special stamp issues, which began 
five years earlier and resulted in 153 na- 
tions issuing such stamps. 


The 250 million FAO coins in existence 


today have a total value of $20 million 
and are expected to circulate for at least 
one generation, carrying the organiza- 
tion's appeal: "Grow More Food." 


Particularly in countries where people 


are turning to cash economies and where 
'literacy is spreading, FAO expects this 
money to change hands many times. 


FAO'S RAYMOND LLOYD initiated 


the coin idea. He had difficulty in con- 
vincing governments of thfe less affluent 
countries to devote precious funds to new 


. coin issues just to advertise FAO. 
. B u t many consented to special issues 
in hopes of eventually creating extra rev- 
enue to be used • for development. 


Under the organization's numismatic 


plan, the participating governments min- 
ted their own FAO coins and added them 
to their regular currency. 


As the idea caught on, special FAO al- 


bums were made up for collectors. A 
first, issue of 10,000 albums, with six 
pages totaling 52 coins, 'has been sold 
out. Also, 10,000 pairs of display panels 
with a representative collection of coins 
carrying the "Grow More Food" mes- 
sage were put on sale. A second FAO 
album with coins from 18 countries is 
being offered to collectors this year. 


Most FAO coins are of special design 


. with traditional or new agricultural, sym- 


bols and a suitable inscription. The Cey- 
lonese two rupee piece, for example, re- 


produces a statue of Buddhist King Para- 
krama Bahu the Great, who built the 
country's irrigation system in the 13th 
Century. 


"GROW MORE FOOD" is inscribed OB 


the cupronickel coin in the Sinhala, Ta- 
mil and1 English languages. A total of 
500,000 pieces were minted. 


Nepal hopes to gain some development 


revenue through the issue of a 10 rupf-e 
silver alloy coin with the "Food for Ali" 
inscription in Nepali and English. Kat- 
mandu produced one million of fries* 
coins.

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The Search For Mental Health 
Computers Help Addicts

Alcohol, drugs and computer's — how 


well do they mix? 


Harold Holder. Ph.D., associate profes- 


sor of sociology at North Carolina State 
University, thinks the best way to help 
solve the addictions of alcoholics and 
drug users is through computers. 


"The whole program we have at North 


Carolina." he snid, "revolves around the 
systems approach — looking at parts and 
their relationships, in this case looking at 
social relationships: people and groups. 


"We study communities." he said. 


"For instance, when we approach a drug 
problem we first develop a set of con- 
cepts: What's drug abuse? What's drug 
addiction? What constitutes drug addic- 
tion? We also classify drugs: hard and 
soft drugs, narcotics, sedatives, stimu- 
lants. 


"WE 1OOK AT the people - where 


are the people of these types in the popu- 
lation and how have people responded to 
them. In court, what kind of sentencing 
did they get? What types of rehabilita- 


tion services are provided? What kind of 
help docs the community's 'drug house' 
supply?" 


Holder said he looks at these bits of 


information as a system. He looks for 
answers to questions like how do people 
who are being treated by physicians re- 
late to people going for sentencing in the 
court? How does the progress in high 
schools relate to the number of young 
people getting involved in drugs? What 
about the relationships between those 
students who take drugs and those who 
tton't? 


"We look at the system as a whole and 


examine, the interaction of its parts. 
Then we try to decide what we can do 
about the problem. Do we want to pre- 
vent people from using drugs or do we 
just want to provide crisis care? 


"We feed the information into the com- 


puter where a simulation of the commu- 
nity is made, The computer then acts 
like the community and different pro- 
grams are tried on the computer. We can 
find out what would happen if we in- 
creased law enforcement-and detection 
or what would happen if we built and 
staffed five crisis centers where addicts 
can come for treatment and counsel. In 
each case we can test ideas without ex- 


pense and risk." 


THIS SAME TYPE of systems ap- 


proach has been used by Holder in set- 
ting up programs for alcoholics. 


"There is a difference in the response 


to the alcoholic's problems by his doctor, 
the hospital, the community. This causes 
an unworkable system — a system that 
reinforces its own problems. We must 
identify the problem in the community 
which makes the community unsuccess- 
ful for its alcoholics and then 'we try to 
make necessary changes in the courts, 
with physicians and in'the way families 
respond to problem drinking." 


Holder admits that in North Carolina 


the interest by civic officials in changing 
alcohol problems has been keen but the 
approach toward solving the drug prob- 
lems has not been warmly received. 


"The police are still most interested in 


cutting down on the flow of drugs and 
arresting the pushers. We want to help 
the addicts themselves." 


He predicts that as our society be- 


comes even more complex in the future 
it will be imperative to look at the prob- 
lem of alcohol, drugs, criminals and 
crime as a whole in the community. 


"We'll have to work on changing the 


whole picture." 


Millions of veterans could lose part or 


all of their GI educational benefits if 
they don't act promptly, the Veterans 
Administration warned. 


John B. Naser, director, VA regional 


office in Chicago, explained that those 
whose benefits are in danger were dis- 
charged between Jan. 31, 1955, and June 
1, 1966. For these veterans, eligibility for 
VA educational assistance payments 'for 
GI Bill schooling expires on May 31, 1974, 
whether they are enrolled at that time or 
not. 


The expiration date is fixed by a 1966 


law which, for the first time, extended 
eligibility for education benefits to Post 
Korean veterans with service after Jan. 
31, 1955. Each veteran'has eight years in 
v/hich to use his benefits. 


Normally, the eight years are comput- 


• ed from the date of his release from mili- 


tary service. But because the benefits 
were not available until June 1, 1966, 
when the law became effective, the eight 
years start from the date the benefits 
became available for those discharged 
befor that date. 


CERTAIN TYPES of training, author- 


ized for the first time on Aug. 31, 1967, 
are not affected by the 1974 expiration 
date. Included are flight training, ap- 
. prentice and on-the-job training, and 
farm cooperative training. These forms 


of training are available under the eight 
year'policy, until August 31, 1975, or 
eight years after discharge, whichever is 
later. 


"VA records show that when the 1966 


law became effective June 1, it made 
over -four million veterans eligible for 
benefits and of this number, about 
3,000,000 have not used their benefits or 
have used only part of them. 


About 300,000 of this group are in train- 


ing at-the present time. Total enrollment 
under the GI Bill in January of this year 
was over one million bringing to three 
million the number of beneficiaries who 
have received training under the current 
GI Bill. 


Veterans earn one and one-half months 


of educational benefits for each month of 
military service, up to a' maximum of 36 
months. Those who serve 18 months or 
more are entitled to the full 36 months. 


VA currently pays veterans with no de- 


pendents, attending school full-time, $175. 
a month. Those with one dependent re- 
ceive $205; with two dependents, $230; 
and those with more than two depend- 
ents, $13 for each dependent over two. 


To qualify for educational assistance, 


Post Korean veterans and servicemen 
currently on active duty must have 
served at least 181 days, any part of it 
after Jan. 31,1955. 


Ride fcJV Bike 
For Commuters 
Is Offered 


If, after May 1, you notice an increase 


in bike riders in the downtown area of 
Chicago during rush hours, the increase 
will be real — not imaginary. 


Chicago and North Western Railway 


commuters who like to bicycle will be 
able to ride their bikes to and from the 
C&NWs downtown terminal each day be- 
ginning May 1, 


The new service, called Ride 'N Bike, 


will be offered by River Parking, Inc., 
which maintains parking facilities in the 
terminal. 


In the morning, when they alight from 


their suburban trains, commuters will be 
able to check their bicycles out of a spe- 
cial all-night bike parking area in the 
North Western Terminal building. At the 
end of the working day, they return their 
bikes to the Ride 'N Bike area for safe- 
keeping overnight. 


THE RIDE 'N Bike area, located at 


168 N. Canal St.,.will be enclosed and 
supervised at night. It will be open Mon- 
day through Friday, 6:45 a.m. to 7 p.m. 
The charge for parking will be 25 cents 
per day or $5 per month. 


The bike facility is the first of its kind 


on the railroad in downtown Chicago. 
The railroad has for several years pro- 
vided bike parking areas at its suburban 
stations. Currently, more than 35 North 
Western suburban train stations have 
such facilities.

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Collecting Coins 


What's The Difference Between Variety And Type? 


by MOOT REED 


What constitutes the difference be- 


tween a coin type and a coin variety con- 
tinues to plague the conscientious collec- 
tor. And while I consider it a moot ques- 
tion receiving far more credence in the 
art of coin collecting than it deserves, 
the readers are entitled to at least one 
definition — however controversial. 


The following is typical of the many 


letters addressed to this column asking 
for a reasonable description of both 
terms and why my book, "Cowles Com- 
plete Encyclopedia of U.S. Coins," dif- 
fers in this classification with other pub- 
lications. 


DEAR MR. REED: 


As a partially disabled veteran I have 


turned to coin collecting as a hobby and 
a form of therapy. In trying to accumu- 
late a Type Set of U.S. Coins, my guide 
book calls for four major types of the 
nickel five-cent piece with at least one 
variety of each optional. Your encyclo- 


pedia includes the varieties as types 
making the total nickels in the series 
eight rather than four. Who is right and 
who is wrong? 


L.L.T., Pittsburgh, Pa. 


In collecting specimens of the United 


States type series it is of no special con- 
sequence who is right and who is wrong. 
The point you have to consider is wheth- 
er or not you have the coins called for 
under either classification. 


Your "Red Book" shows the Indian- 


head (Buffalo) nickel illustrated above 
as a type with the reverse, left, being 


Variety No. 1 and the reverse, right, as 
Variety No. 2. 


Some experts consider the 1942 to 1945 


Jefferson nickel as a variety of the Jef- 
ferson nickel type. In my judgment it is 
a type because it contains absolutely no 
nickel; is 56 per cent copper, 35 per cent 
silver and 9 per cent manganese with a 
large mint letter over the dome of Monti- 
cello rather than to the left of its founda- 
tion. 


IN MY OPINION a legal type occurs 


when a major, noticeable change is de- 
liberately made in either the physical, 
metallurgical or design structure of a 
lawful coin. On the other hand, a variety 
occurs when an engraver attempts to 
correct a poorly executed die rather than 
replacing it. 


All type changes in the design are 


made with the knowledge and consent of 
the mint director. Varieties are produced 
more often than not through mechanical 
malfunctions in the press room. The 1955 
double struck Lincoln cent Is an obvious 


variety of the regular 1955 issue, but the 
1959 Lincoln Memorial on the reverse of 
our copper coin makes all coins after 
that of the Memorial type, not the Me- 
morial variety. 


Assuming I am correct in calling the 


mound reverse above a Type-I Indian- 
head and the plane reverse on the right a 
Type-II Indian-head, there are still sev- 
eral instances throughout this nickel 
series to provide several varieties. 


For instance. A few of the Type-I 1913 


nickels, and a few of the Type-II 1918, 
1921 and 1923 fail to show the tip of the 
feather just under the long feather at the 
nape of the neck. This is a variety of the 
norm. Similarly, the 1918 with the figure 
8 struck over a figure 7 is a variety just 
as the mint letter "D" of the 1938 issue is 
struck over the mint letter "S" in some 
cases.

Q. I recently had an operation and 
needed two pints of whole blood. I 
thought Medicare took\ care of all my 
bills after the first $68," but the hospital 
told me I have to pay for the blood. Is 
this right? 
A. Yes, the cost of the first three pints of 
blood received in each benefit period in a 
hospital is not covered by Medicare. 
Most blood programs, however, have 
provisions whereby they do not charge 
for blood if replaced by someone in the 
name of the recipient.

Q. I was hurt recently in an accident and 


I've been told that I'll be off work for 
more than a year. I heard about dfaf 
ability payments from Social Security 
and also something about a «lx-month 
waiting period. Should I wait six month! 
before applying? 


A. No. Although Social Security cannot 
pay disability benefits until the seventh 
month after the month in which a worker 
became disabled, you should not wait six 
months to apply. Apply immediately, so 
your claim can be processed. Then, if 
you are found eligible for benefits, your 
first monthly check will r"f be delayed.

As much as anyone — and for better or 


worse — Laurents is directly responsible 


for the discovery of Barbara Streisand. 


•"I was directing 'I Can Get It For You 


Wholesale' in New York when Barbra 
came in to audition for a part," Laurents 
recalled. "There was no role for her but 
I sent Barbra to Columbia Records. They 
turned her down. 


"EVENTUALLY I cast her in the role 


of a 50-year-old spinster and she got to 
sing a song. David Merrick, the produc- 
er, wanted to fire her and Elliott Gould. 
He said they were both too unattractive. 


"But I fought for them and kept them 


in the musical." 


In addition to haying completed the 


script for "The Way We Were," Laurents 
is traveling around the country plugging 
his book which recently was delivered to 
the stalls. 


It's an uphill job. There were 78,000 


books published in hard cover last year. 
Only a handful made the best-seller 
lists. Most didn't repay the cost of print- 
ing. 


"This is my first novel ever," Laurents 


said. "It's the first narrative-.-prose I've 
ever written. And I did it in four months. 
Streisand is going to play the leading 
role in the movie version. We haven't 
cast the male lead yet." 


One can assume whoever wins the role 


won't be concerned with a blacklist.

Lack Of Treatment Hit 


We had an unfortunate experience with 


our family doctor recently that we'd like 
to share with your readers in the hope 
that they might learn something we did 
and at the same time serve as a com- 
mentary on health care practices. 


We were looking after our Ill-month-old 


nephew while my brother and sister-in- 
law were in Florida for a week. On the 
last day, the baby woke up with a 104 
degree temperature, and we feared he 
might convulse. 


Because we have three children of our 


own. aged six, four and three, we called 
the pediatrician who has cared for them 
for four years. 


Upon calling his office, we were told 


that the doctor would not see the baby 
without a signed release from the par- 
ents, The doctor explained that he could 
not "afford the risk" of treating an un-. 
known child for fear of a malpractice 
suit. He suggested that his responsibility 
would be served if we took the baby to 
Alexian Brothers hospital. It was only af- 
ter some insistence on my part that the 
hospital agreed to treat the baby, more 
than four hours after we first noticed the 
fever. 


The lesson to be learned here is that 


anytime anyone accepts the responsi- 


bility of caring for a child, get a signed 
release. And, if leaving a child in the 
care of someone, be sure to have a 
signed release. There are standardized 
forms available from hospitals and doc- 
tors. 


It should be pointed out that such a 


release has little or no standing in a 
court of law, Just as those cryptic "no 
responsibility" warnings on coat room 
and parking lot stubs are worthless. 


By not choosing to accept his responsi- 


bility, our doctor failed to live up to his 
Hippocratic oath. A serious indictment of 
the health care system, I think. We had a 
sick child, and it should not have been 
necessary for us to seek medical help 


from someone we did not know. 


A doctor by his very profession must 


get involved. As far as I know, there are 
no "ands," "ifs" or "buts" in the Hippo- 
cratic oath. If this doctor is so afraid of 
these risks, maybe he should get out of 
the business. If all doctors feel that way 
<which I doubt) then perhaps it is time to 
protect them by having the government 
step in.

On June 1, 1970 my husband was pre- 


While 
trying to get the fire started the contain- 
er of fluid exploded, spraying fluid all 
over my husband. Fortunately our next 
door neighbor helped my husband put out 
the flames by rolling him in the wet 
grass. 


In the excitement I couldn't remember 


the fire department number and dialed 
the operator for assistance. I was told it 
would be quicker to look the number up 
myself.

The firemen ap- 
plied cold wet towels on my husband's 
burns, treated him for shock, radioed 
Alexian Brothers Hospital that they were 
on their way with a burn victim.

My husband was in isolation 
for two weeks with first, second and 
third degree burns and treated at home 
for two months.

Dieting Can Be Weighty Problem

The night a 565-pound man appeared at 


an emergency room door of the Johns 
Hopkins-Osier Medical Service in Balti- 
more. Md.. and couldn't squeeze through 
changed the life of the young intern on 
duty . . . and that of the desperate, obese 
male crying for help. 


"You 
might say it was serendipity," 


Dr. Neil Solomon says now in explaining 
how he came to zero in on endocrinology 
and problems of the overly fat man, 
woman, or child. 


"The man begged for help. He told me 


he was committing suicide from over- 
eating. He had no money and no hospital 
would admit him," Dr. Solomon contin- 
ued. 


"We talked and I asked if he would be 


willing to be a research patient for one 
year. He agreed." 


The patient was started on a water diet 


under strict medical supervision. Al- 
though he lost 30 pounds in a week, ac- 
coring to Dr. Solomon, "we discovered 
he was losing proteins from parts of his 
body and not the fat. We set up a special 
diet to thwart this." The event was Dr. 
Solomon's first experience with the wa- 
ter diet. The chap eventually dropped to 
& healthy 222. 


Experience with him and about 2,200 


others with obesity problems since 1961 
led Dr. Solomon to a firm stand- against 
fad diets that sweep the United States 
via media or the bridge table every 
week, 


"A PERSON' doesn't lose fat and keep 


it off permanently with a fad diet," he 
explained. "But he does lose from vital 
organs, essential minerals, vitamins, 
carbohydrates and proteins and these 
losses threaten health. Many have died 
as a result of excessive, foolish dieting." 


Unfortunately, most excessively over- 


weight persons suffer from what he 
termed the yo-yo syndrome which he ob- 
served in his 565-pound patient. 


This is the vicious circle so many die- 


ters face when they lose, for example, 10 
to 30 pounds and then regain the lost 
weight plus a few more pounds and con- 


tinue the yo-yp pattern year after year. 
Usually they diet without medical super- 
vision. 


Dieting is big business in the United 


States, Dr. Solomon pointed out in his 
question and answer approach to a die- 
ter's dilemma in his book, "The Truth 
About Weight Control, How to Lose Ex- 
cess Pounds Permanently" CStein and 
Day), 
that one in five Americans is 


obese, This means being more than 10 
per cent over their ideal weights, with 
excessive body fat, A Department .of Ag- 
riculture survey of 2,200 homemakers re- 
vealed that four homemakers in 10 made 


food choices based on weight watching 
for someone in the family. The lip-ser- 
vice to shed pounds, primarily to look 
more sexy and not for more realistic 
health reasons, created a multibillion in- 
dustry that includes low-calorie foods 
rictilture survey .of 2,000 homemakers re- 
ducing or exercise salons, exercise 
equipment'and drugs ("rainbow" pills 
once freely prescribed by some doctors 
for dieting are illegal now). 


The truth about losing weight is hard 


for anyone to swallow. According to this 
Johns Hopkins professor and secretary of 
Health and Mental Hygiene for the State 
of Maryland, those who say they can't 


afford an analysis of a weight problem 
from a specialist really don't want to get 
involved. This can cost $200 but he felt it 
is worth every cent. 
, 


"THERE IS NO easy way to lose 


weight and keep it off. There is no mag- 
ic, instant solution. A person has to be 
emotionally committed," Dr. Solomon 
said, "and decide upon his priorities. Ex- 
cessive weight is aging, it contributes to 
many diseases such as diabetes, high 
blood pressure and heart conditions — all 
good reasons for losing weight slowly 
and permanently. 


The wise appraoch, he felt, is to go to 


a doctor or a clinic for tests and instruc- 
tion on how to burn or utilize the food we 
eat.and learn what foods "your" body 
can handle efficiently and whether there 
is a true metabolic problem. The thyroid, 
he said, often is blamed when overeating 
for psychological reasons is the culprit. 


Once a person has a thorough metabol- 


ic workup then a diet club or workshop 
could fit into a safe weight-loss program, 
he said. This means a person knows his 
true medical problem, the club is under 
good medical supervision and nutritional 
guidance and there is helpful reinforce- 
ment. 


"I'm basically against clubs where the, 


' tactic is to shame people in front of oth- 
ers because many are overweight due to 
emotional problems." 


As the father of three children ranging 


from age 10 to 14, Dr. Solomon advised 
parents not to nag the overweight child. 


"Children or teenagers will only lose 


weight if they want to. A good doctor- 
child confidential relationship can help. 
I've discovered that teens begin to lose 
weight as a result of peer pressure. They 
don't want to be different. Teens lose 
weight when they become romantically 
inclined in fantasy or in real life, are 
embarrassed when they go to gym class 
or take showers with other kids, start 
dating, fall in love br want to participate 
in sports." 


Crucially important with the weight- 


conscious teen and the adult is to avoid 
the damaging fad diets, he concluded.

A pastry blender is used to cut shorten- 


ing into flour for pie crust or baking pow- 
der biscuits. Two kitchen knives may 
also be used to do this. 


When vegetables, fruits, nuts, and oth- 


er foods need to be cut. it is safer to use 
a cutting board than to cut against your 


thumb. The board should have a smooth 
top. 


A pancake turner also can be used for 


turning and lifting foods such as meat, 
eggs and fried potatoes and for taking off 
cookies from baking pans. Many turners 
have slits in them to drain foods as they 
are lifted out of a pan.

Convenience Foods Big In Japan 


by JEANNE LESEM 


(United Press International) 


Western-style foods are catching on in 


Japan for the same reason that scon- 
venience foods find a ready market in 
the United States. Both make less work 
for mother. 


In an interview, Mrs. Chieko Akiyama, 


a television news commentator in Tokyo, 
said many urban families eat a ham, 
eggs and toast breakfast because it takes 
less time to prepare than a traditional 
Japanese meal built around rice. 


Mrs. 
Akiyama was in New York with 


the fourth annual Japanese housewives 
tour, which is based on an essay contest 
sponsored by the Japanese subsidiary of 
the Johnson Wax Co. The tour is de- 
signed to acquaint Japanese women with 
American customs. 


Now, 
about the breakaway from the 


traditional rice breakfast, Mrs. Akiyama 
explained: 
. "THE WIFE HAS to get up early in 
the morning — which she doesn't like to 
do — to cook rice. Even with an electric 


steamer, it takes 40 to 45 minutes. It 
used to take an hour over a wood fire. 


"In my childhood, for every breakfast,- 


we had white rice, soybean soup, sea- 
weed and a raw egg over the rice. Soy 
sauce, too, and pickles." 


She said the pickles were made from 


various ingredients, including cucum- 
bers, horseradish or cabbage or, in sum- 
mer, eggplant. 


The American-style salad that her 


three grown children now eat with their 
Western breakfast apparently is a subsit- 
tute for the pickles. She said it consisted 
of tomatoes, cucumbers, lettuce and 
sometimes, celery, with either French oil 
and vinegar dressing or mayonnaise. 


"WE HAVE WHITE rice at every din- 


ner," Mrs. Akiyama said. The main 
course consists of such things as steak or 
hamburger or thin pork cutlet, breaded 
and deep-fried in Japanese fashion.

other foreign foods. She said that the 
cooking shows demonstrate all kinds of 
cuisines, including Japanese, Chinese, 
French, German, American and Italian. 


"Spaghetti and pizza are very popular 


in Japan and Chinese food has been pop- 
ular there for a long time," she said. 


HER ELDER SON is very much a part 


of the new food scene. He's a "French" 
chef in a Tokyo restaurant and would 


like some day to own a restaurant of his 
own, featuring French food, of course. 


While tastes in food are changing, 


some old customs prevail. Because 
homes don't usually have big freezers, 
women still shop daily. And they haven't 
.yet acquired the Western custom of 
women's lunches as social events. Mrs. 
Akiyama said women rarely entertain at 
lunch or any other meal at home, unless 
they have school matters to discuss. She 
said she was surprised to see, on an ear- 
lier visit to the United States, that men 
eat so many very sweet things, and that 
desserts are served right after a meal. 


"We serve sweet things from the meal. 


In Japan, all families have three o'clock 
tea with sweets at home. Just for the 
family, no guests."

of beef might take another look at pork 


Pork is high in nutritive value and an 


especially rich source of thiamin (vita- 
min B-l). Pork also supplies other B 
vitamins ajnd iron. It's a good source of 
protein, too. In addition, pork liver is an 
especially good source of vitamin A. 


Even calorie watchers may include 


pork in their meals. A 3-ounce servin gof 
roast fresh Boston butt with the fat 
trimmed off contains approximately 205 
calories; a 3-ounce serving of cured ham, 
fat trimmed off, contains about 160 ca- 
lories. 


Most pork today is from pigs or hogs 


usually under one year of age and gener- 
ally quite lean. It is sold fresh, cured, or 
cured and smoked. Canned and frozen 
pork products, sausages and luncheon 
meats are also available. 


Fresh pork should be stored in the 


coldest part (temperature as low as pos- 
sible without actually freezing the meat) 
of the refrigerator or in the meat storage 
compartment. 


Fresh pork prepackaged for self-ser- 


vice should be stored in the original 
wrapping not to exceed 2 days, or it may 
be frozen without rewrapping and stored 
in the freezer one to two weeks. For 
longer freezer storage, the original pack- 
age should be over wrapped with special 
freezer material. 


Fresh pork, not prepackaged, should 


be removed from the market wrapping 
paper, 'wrapped loosely in waxed paper 
or aluminum foil and refrigerated, as 
prepackaged meat, not more than two 
days. 


Smoked pork should be stored in its 


original wrapper in the refrigerator, not 
to exceed one to two weeks. Canned 
hams, unless storage recommendations 
on the can read to the contrary, should 
be refrigerated in the unopened can until 
ready to serve cold or to be heated for 
serving hot. 


Cooked pork should be wrapped, or 


covered, and stored in the coldest part of 
the refrigerator within one to two hours 
after cooking. 


FRESH PORK: Loins, legs (hams), 


Boston shoulder, picnic shoulders and 
tenderloin (whole) should be roasted at 
325 to 350-degrees until the internal tem- 
perature reaches 170 degrees (for either 
bone-in or boneless cuts). Steaks, por- 
klets and patties are usually cooked by 
braising or panfrying although steaks 
are popular for outdoor broiling or grill- 
ing. 


Chops can be broiled, grilled or 


braised. Chops and steaks should be 
cooked at a moderate temperature so 
that they are well done in the center but 
are not dry on the surface. 


To cook sausage links or patties, place 


them in a cold frying pan, add two to 
four tablespoons water, cover tightly and 
cook slowly five to eight minutes depend- 
ing on size and thickness. Pour off drip- 
pings and cook uncovered until browned. 


Large "cook-before-eating" 
smoked 


pork cuts should be baked at 300 to 325- 
degrees until meat thermometer regis- 
ters 160 degrees for hams, loins and Ca- 
nadian-style bacon; 170 for picnics or 
shoulder rolls (butts). Ham, Canadian- 
style bacon slices, bacon and smoked 
chops can be broiled, panbroiled or pan- 
products. 


Natural Alcohol 


In case you ever wondered, alcohol is 


the major chemical ingredient in wines, 
beers, and distilled beverages. It is a 
natural substance formed by the reaction 
of fermenting sugar with yeast spores. 
Although there are many alcohols, the 
kind in alcoholic beverages is known as 
"ethyl alcohol," a colorless, inflammable 
liquid which has an intoxicating effect.

The mother of the bride can toss her 


cares aside when she places the responsi- 
bility for her daughter's wedding recep- 
tion into the hands of Mrs. Howard J. 
Engstrom of Buffalo Grove. 


A professional cateress, Marian Eng- 


strom can help a hostess plan a party for 
as few as 15 or'as many as 300. When she 
was involved in a catering business in 
Minneapolis, she even handled a wedding 
reception for 600, and at one time man- 
aged three receptions on the same day. 


Upon moving to Buffalo Grove Marian 


acquired a part-time job, but with her 
husband's encouragement began to cater 
again about three years ago. Catering is 
the type of work that interests her the 
most, as each assignment presents a 
little different challenge. 


"I like to use my imagination and 


make each event distinctive," Marian 
said. 


Her creativity in choice of decorations 


and garnishes is influenced by the season 
of the year as well as the type of party. 
For a wedding, the color scheme of the 
bridal party is also a consideration. 


AN EFFICIENT woman, Marian does 


most of the food preparation at home. 
Often her daughters, Janice and Sherry 1, 
both students at the University of Illinois 
Circle campus, and' her son, Mark a se- 
nior at Wheeling High, help her serve. 
Other times, she hires women to assist 
her. 


A typical wedding reception — at a 


church, banquet hall or home — will find 
Marian on the scene several hours ahead 
of time, draping the buffet table with 
floor-length gathered white satin cloths. 
After the wedding cake is put in place, 
Marian arranges greens, such as leather 
leaf, and fresh flowers around it, extend- 
ing this arrangement across the border 
of the table. 


Every detail for the serving table is 


attended to, including monogrammed 
napkins. Punch is usually served at a 
separate table, also draped with a satin 
cloth, poof of net, fresh greens and flow- 
ers. 


There are any number of choices for a 


tea-type reception: fancy sandwiches, 
sandwich Joaves, a handsome fruit plate, 
individual salads, etc. 


Her sandwich loaves and strawberry 


. tartlets are always • popular. For our 


readers, she reduced the proportions to a 
size that can be used for small home par- 


tites'or showers. The recipes may easily 
be doubled for a larger group. 


THREE FILLINGS are used in her 


sandwich loaves: ham, chicken and 
shrimp. For easier serving, Marian usu- 
ally cuts the loaves into slices before 
frosting them with cream cheese. She 
pipes the edges with tinted cream cheese 
squeezed through a pastry tube or uses 
other types of garnish. Hhe platter itself 
is trimmed with lemon leaves or endive, 
small vegetables or relishes. 


If a hostess chooses a fruit plate—al- 


ways refreshing for a spring or summer 
wedding — to be < served with the sand- 
wich loaves or tea sandwiches, Marian 
assembles an attractive assortment of 
fruits in layers on a large plate. She in- 
cludes wedges of canteloupe, water- 
melon, bananas dipped in lemon juice 
and rolled in coconut, fresh strawberries, 
sliced pineapple and other fruits in sea- 
son. With an eye for color, she strate- 
gically places 
stewed prunes 
with 


cherries anchored on top among the 
fruits along with a scattering of pomegra- 
nate seeds and blueberries. Mint leaves, 
lemon leaves or endive are used for gar- 
nish. 


Her tiny strawberry tarts are as pretty 


to look at as 'they are delicious to taste. 
She uses small individual fluted forms 
for the 'pastry. These can be purchased 
at gourmet shops, or tiny muffin tins 
may be used. 


"The pastry is easy to make, but the 


baked shells are delicate and must be 
handled with care," Marian cautioned. 
She fills each with whipped cream and 
places a whole strawberry on top. 


This capable cateress is flexible in her 


ideas and always willing to accom- 
modate a hostess. Even the punch can be 
made to coordinate with a color scheme. 
One which has been most popular is a 
pink fruit punch which consists of orange 
juice, lemonade, cherry or cranberry 
juice and tea. Gingerale is added just 
before serving, and raspberry sherbet 
floats on top. 


At home, Marian especially likes to 


cook for special occasions when she can 
exercise her ingenuity and prepare inter- 
esting foods.

Remove crusts from bread and cut 
into four layers lengthwise. 


Prepare the following spreads: 


Ham Spread: 


1% cups ground ham 
1/3 cup sweet pickle relish 
1/3 cup salad dressing or mayonnaise 


1 tablespoon dry onion soup 
Mix ingredients together. 


Chicken Spread: 


1% cups cooked chicken, chopped 
2/3 cups celery, chapped fine 
1/3 cup salad dressing or mayonnaise 


Salt and pepper to taste 


Mix ingredients together. 


Shrimp Spread: 


1 to 2 cans shrimp, drained 


and chopped coarsely 


1 large package cream cheese, 


at room temperature 


Soften cream cheese with a little milk 


and blend in shrimp. 


Assemble the sandwich loaf in the fol- 


lowing manner: a layer of bread, then 
the shrimp spread; a layer of bread and 
the chicken spread in the center; a layer 
'of bread and the ham spread, with the 
final layer of bread on top. Wrap tightly 
in plastic wrap and store in refrigerator 
for several hours or overnight. 


Just before frosting loaf, use an elec- 


tric knife to cut loaf into 12 to 14 slices 
one-inch thick. Soften 1% large packages 
cream cheese with a little milk or half 
and half. Beat with electric mixer until 
smooth and creamy. Frost entire loaf 
and place on serving tray. 


To decorate, tint additional cream 


cheese with a little food coloring and 
squeeze through pastry tube to pipe the 
edges of loaf. Or decorate with carrot 
'curls and sliced olives or sieved hard- 
cooked egg and parsley sprigs. Flowers 
may be fashioned from sliced olives and 
pimientos, using green pepper or parsley 
sprigs for the stem and leaves. 


Garnish the platter with lemon leaves 


or endive or small vegetables or relishes. 
Serves 12 to 14. 


TARTLETS 


V* pound butter 
1 cup all-purpose flour 
% cup granulated sugar 


Pinch of salt 
1 egg yolk 
% teaspoon almond extract 


Let butter stand at room temperature 


until medium-soft. 


Sift flour, sugar and salt into medium- 


size mixing bowl. Add remaining in- 
gredients and mix at medium speed. For 
easier handling, chill at least two hours. 


Pinch off pieces of dough the size of a 


big hazelnut and place in ungreased, in- 
dividual fluted forms, miniature size, or 
tiny muffin tins. Be careful not to let 
dough extend above edges of form, as 
edges might break when baked shell is 
removed.

Food Poisoning: A Growing Concern 


Many Cases From Mishandling At Home

Flint of two parts 


UPI — In this age of consumerism, we 


talk of food poisoning as if the govern- 
ment and industry alone were respon- 
sible for the safety of America's food 
supply. 


Yet most of the millions of cases that 


occur annually result from mishandling 
on the home front or en route there, 
'The same point was in fact made 


recently when the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration, FDA, announced for the first 
time the amounts of mold and other 
marketed foods would "do no better" in 
food sold to the public. 


The FDA's Foods Bureau director, Dr. 


Virgil 0. Wodicka, said home processed 
foods, given the same tests as publicly 
marketed foods would "do not better" in 
contamination standards. 


Although the fatality rate from food 


poisoning is low, in the words of one phy- 
sician, some affected feel so sick tempo- 
rarily they wish they were dead. 


Records at the National Center for Dis- 


ease Control, NCDC, Atlanta, show 
steadily declining fatality figures from 
bacterial poisoning in the past decade. 
They dropped from W deaths in 1960 to 
10 In 1968, the most recent year for which 


figures are available. During the same 
period, deaths from botulism declined 
from 56 in I960 to 10 in 1968. 


A SPOKESMAN for the federal agency 


said botulism is the major single cause 
of deaths from food-borne diseases in the 
United States. It is the rarest type of 
food poisoning {in the country and the 
deadliest — caused by a spor-forming 
bacteria that produces a toxin. It is more 
likely to occur in home canned products 
than in commercial ones because the lat- 
ter are subject to more stringent safety 
measures. Botulism also can occur in 
low-acid foods held too long under refrig- 
eration or not refrigerated properly. 


Two deaths from botulism occurred in 


the United States last year. One was 
caused by commercially canned Vichys- 
soise, a soup that is served cold. The 
death precipitated a nationwide search 
for 6,444 remaining can of the soup, 
eventual recall of all the canner's pro- 
duction and the company's bankruptcy. 


Statistics, however, don't begin to tell 


the full story. Only a tiny fraction of all 
food poisoning cases is serious enough to 
be reported to health authorities. 


THE NCDC SAID that 23,448 persons 


became ill in 366 outbreaks of various 
types of food-borne disease in 1970 the 


most recent year for which it had statis- 
tics. 


In a telephone interview, Dr. Matthew 


Loewenstein, chief of the center's enteric 
disease section, said these figures prob- 
ably represented fewer than 10 per cent 
of the cases that actually occur. Loe- 
wenstein said 42 of the outbreaks were in 
single homes and most of the remaining 
185 probably also happened at home, al- 
though no information was given about 
their origin. 


He added that millions of cases escape 


official notice because they are small 
and they may even be blamed by the 
victims on factors other than food con- 
tamination. 


He said stapbylococcus bacteria are 


the most common form of food poisoning, 
but that an estimated 2 million cases of 
salmonellosis alone occur annually. A 
large percentage of the latter are caused 
by food but the disease also can be 
spread from person to person. Pet turtles 
are thought to cause about 15 per cent of 
the cases. 


Loewenstein said salmonellosis is the 


most serious of the three most common 
types of food poisoning, but the food- 
borne variety of it is also one of the most 
easily avoided. Proper cooking kills the 


germs that cause the infection, and 
prompt, proper refrigeration 
protects 


against reinfection. 


The third common type of food-borne 


disease is clostridium perfringens. It also 
is bacterial but less serious than salmon- 
ellosis. 


"STAPH" IS ACUTE but it usually 


lasts less than a day and perfringens, 
about 12 hours. 


Loewenstein added that the latter is al- 


most always caused by meat that was 
cooked byt not refrigerated promptly or 
not reheated enough. 


'Poultry and'other animal products are1 


what Loewenstein called "naturally con- 
taminated foods." 


"With our present technology, there is 


simply no way of freeing raw meat and- 
poultry products of salmonella before 
they come into the home,!' he said. 


In Washington, nine public health and 


consumer interest groups have filed suit 
in Federal District Court to compel the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture USDA to 
require instructions on packages of raw 
meat and poultry on how to avoid food 
poisoning in those products. The Groups* 
were led by Dr. Oscar Sussman, director 
of consumer health services of Hie New 
Jersey State Department of Health.

Melt 2 
tablespoons butter or margarine in an- 
other skillet and saute mushrooms until 
brown.

Now add the crab meat and 
shrimp, cover and cook over medium 
heat about 2 minutes. Next add the white 
sauce and cook uncovered for 5 minutes. 


Remove from heat and add a pinch of 


dry mustard, salt and pepper to taste, 
and about 1 teaspoon each of chopped 
chives and chopped parsley (fresh or 
freeze dried). 


Butter individual shells or one large 


baking dish and spoon in seafood mix- 
ture. Cover generously with real grated 
parmesan cheese and put under the 
broiler until cheese browns. Serve to 6 
with a green vegetable and salad. We 
chose fresh pineapple on bib lettuce gar- 
sished with a few slices of avocado and a 
light oil and vinegar dressing.

Lady General 
In Air Force 
'By Mistake'

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Brig. Gen, 


Jeanne M. Holm is the first Air Force 
woman to wear a general's star, but she 
almost didn't. 


If she had had her way, she would be 


in the Army. 


She served in the Women's Army 


Coprs during Warld War H and was dis- 
charged with the rank of captain. Con- 
gress decided the Army did not need 
women in peace time. 


While she was enrolled in Lewis & 


Clark College at Portland, Ore. She 
heard from the Defense Department: If 
Congress should authorize permanent 
military service for women, would she be 
interested in returning? 


She checked an affirmative response, 


"without paying much attention to the 
questionnaire." 


BUT 
CONGRESSIONAL approval 


came through, and almost immediately 
she was directed to take the required ex- 
amination and then to report to the Pen- 
tagon. She borrowed enough money to 
drive across the.country with another fe- 
male recruit, sleeping in the car at night. 


"I was flat broke." she said. 


She was sworn in to the military with 


no delay and sent for initial training to 
Ft. Lee, Va., where she discovered with 
dismay that the skirt of her World War 
H uniform was.unfashlonably short. So a 
large part of her first pay was spent on 
new uniforms. 


The dust had just begun to settle when 


she once, more heard from the Defense 
Department: 
"Welcome to the Air 


Force." That was how she learned that 
when she affirmed her wish to return to 
military service, she inadvertently in- 
dicated the Air Force was her prefer- 
ence. 


WOMEN WILLING to enlist in military 


service then were hard to come by, and 
the Air Force was unwilling to release 
the captain. So she bought some new uni- 
forms and reported for duty. 


She has not regretted the switch, and 


she said young women apparently share 
her sentiments since they are showing 
increasing interest in Air Force careers. 
Travel is an important lure, she said, 
and the assurance of adequate pay, de- 
cent living and working conditions, and 
visible career opportunities are per- 
suasive. 


But Gen. Holm believes the prime at- 


traction may be the absolute equality 
with men in jobs, promotion and pay.

Computer Will Keep House

NEW YORK (UPI) - The computer 


may well become the greatest women's 
liberationist of them all. 


It helped to get our men to the moon. 


It already is keeping track of your bank 
deposits and withdrawals, your billings 
at a department store. 


But as marketing expert Frank T. 


Masi projects one of the computer's roles 
in the future, it will eliminate many of 
the time-consuming chores around the 
house. In years to come before the end 
of the century, Masi says the computer 
will be as much at home as the dish- 
washer, the television set, the telephone. 


New homes will have built-in "termin- 


als" taking up more space than a type- 


writer and television screen. 


The terminals will be connected to a 


master computer at, say, a bank or su- 
permarket, which stores all the informa- 
tion that the householder feeds into it for. 
a feedback on call either on the screen or 
printed page. 


MASI BELIEVES the home computer 


will come into action simply because 
women will be conditioned to its uses in 
offices. "Some 80 per cent of the office 
users of computers are women," he said. 


Masi is vice president for marketing of 


Cascade Data, Inc., a Grand Rapids, 
Mich, based firm which specializes in 
tailoring computers for smaller business- 
es. 


Masi described what could be the way

Presently, children are enrolled from 
Park .Ridge, Des Plaines, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Hoff- 
man Estates, Schaumburg and other sub- 
urbs. 


The grant will allow the center to ex- 


pand its enrollment from 20 to 35 chil- 
dren. Northwest Suburban is open five 
days a week from 7:30 a.m. tb 5:30 p.m. 
all year round, the center will be able to 
care for youngsters up to third grade 
during the summer months.

der way by the center, which has been 
supported mainly through private dona- 
tions. They are currently conducting a 
green stamp drive in order to purchase a 
mini-bus which would provide trans- 
portation to and from the center for their 
children, according to Mrs. DiLeonardi.

the home computer operates to do the 
supermarket 
shopping. The market 


would offer the householder a member- 
ship for a fee. Say it gets 200,000 mem- 
bers and installs its own sending and re- 
ceiving equipment. It compiles each day 
a food and other items directory, price, 
brand name, et al. 


The market does away completely with 


the decorated store next door or within 
driving distance. Instead, it sets up a 
warehouse system, where decor doesn't 
matter. 


IT ALSO CHANGES its policy so that 


the housewife can expect delivery in- 
stead of hauling her own grocery cart 
around traditional aisles. 


Merely by sitting at a console in the 


kitchen or elsewhere, she can "call up" 
to check prices, specials being offered, 
place .her order and even ask the com- 
puter whether she's within her weekly al- 
lotment for food spending. At every 
month or quarter, she can ask the com- 
puter what she's spent on any item. 


From 
the warehouse, the 
super- 


market's fleet of trucks — "grocery 
stores on wheels," as Masi calls them — 
can deliver within two or three hours af- 
ter, she's ordered. 


The computer can keep track of bills 


due, what regular payments are coming 
up on such things as the car or the mort- 
gage so the budget-maker can plan for 
them, tell you how much mileage you're 
getting in gasoline for the car, remind 
you of the children's school holidays, 
even store the family's medical record 
for instant call-up. 


BUT CAN THE computer clean house 


— one of the more onerous jobs of run- 
ning a home? 


"If the new homes are built with a cen- 


tral vacuum system, just as they now 
come with central heating, central air 
conditioning, yes," he said. "The compu- 
ter could be programmed to suction off 
dust when the housewife wishes — could 
be told when to spray a deodorant in 
bath or kitchen." 


Does Masi have a computer in bis 


home in Grand Rapids? "Not yet," be 
said, "but the time will come."

T h e y ' r e good scouts, the West- 


enbergers of Arlington Heights. And so 
are their sprouts. They live and breathe 
scouting. It's their way of life. 


Peggy, 13, is a Cadette Girl'Scout. 


Beth, 12; Kay, 11; and Joan, 9, are Ju- 
nior Girl Scouts. Elaine, 8, is a Brownie. 
Tommy, 7, now In Indian Guides, with 
Dad chief of the, Comanche tribe, is 
waiting to enter Cub Scouts. And happy- 
go-lucky Jennifer, 3, just goes along for 
the ride. Anywhere. 


Margaret Westenberger has arrowed 


her way through scouting from Brownies 
through Seniors in her girlhood, contin- 
uing as assistant leader of her mother's 
troop and eventually leading troop after 
troop of her own in a scouting span of 
some 25 years. 


MARGE'S MOTHER, Beth Fishburn of 


Des Plaines, is still a Girl Scout leader. 
And her father, Val, though lie had five 
daughters and no sons, has been a Boy 
Scout leader as long as she can remem- 
ber. 


Not surprising then that Marge is one 


of two leaders of daughter Peggy's Ca- 
dette troop. The other leader is the sur- 
prise. It's Peggy's Dad. 


Rare indeed are Girl Scout troops led 


by mother-father teams. So rare that 
when John Westenberger, an assistant 
foreman at A. B. Dick Co., took his lead- 
er training last fall, he was the only man 
present. 


About five years go, Marge said to her 


husband, "Let's be scout leaders togeth- 
er some day, John. We could take these 
kids camping anytime, anywhere." 


CAMPING IS spelled J-O-Y in the 


Westenberger household. Marge has tent- 
camped as long as she can remember, 
both before and after marriage. On their 
honeymoon, she and John toured the 
West with a tent. They have enriched 
their children's lives with numerous 
camping experiences. 


As soon as Peggy reached the Cadette 


level of scouting, where camping is an 
important part of the program, John be- 
gan attending the two->hour night training 
sessions, rounding out his forthcoming 
role with such courses as "Leadership 
and Your Girls" and "How to Conduct a 
Cadette Meeting." 


Meanwhile word was spreading like 


wildfire — fanned by Peggy — that "Dad 
is going to lead our troop!" The girls 
were excited, the mothers were glad the 
question of leaders was settled, but the 
fathers were ... well... interested. 


THEIR INTEREST turned to en- 


thusiasm and their enthusiasm now 
knows no bounds. "Every Dad is right 
there when he's needed," said Marge. 
"When John says, 'Hey, I need a carpen- 
ter' — there he is. The mothers have al- 
ways been great. Now the fathers are 
great too. It's a fantastic group of par- 
ents." 


Cadette Troop 37 began meeting last 


fall, its members all seventh graders 
from St. James School and Thomas Ju- 
nior High. The first meeting was a 
wienie roast in the Westenbergers' back- 
yard. 


For their second meeting, John sug- 


gested they teach the girls how to make 


jelly, using the grapes from the back- 
yard. Their kitchen swarming with eager 
young jellymakers, John and Marge each 
worked with 11 girls. The spirit of the 
thing was getting to him now. For their 
third meeting, he decided they would 
teach the girls how to bake homemade 
bread. 


NOT ONLY WAS the bread-baking ven- 


ture a smashing success; it netted the 
troop a tidy profit at a subsequent bake 
sale. 


John had been royally initiated and 


lOved it. In the months that followed, he 
has taught not only camping skills but 
how to hook rugs; not only the splints 
and poles and bandage wrapping of first 
aid, but how to make candy ribbons; not 
only primitive camping, but how to de- 
sign and make a church troop banner; 
not only how to pitch a tent, but how to 
cook a tasty, robust meal over a fire. 


Under Marge and John's direction, the 


girls have taken to the woods to practice 
dutch oven cooking, stick cooking, foil 
cooking, beanhole and one-pot meals. 
They have become proficient enough to 
compete in a First Aid meet in May. 
They have entertained patients at a nurs- 
ing home with an Oktoberfest — a fun 
and games fair that they planned and 
carried out in 10 days. 


THEY HAVE MADE their own dis- 


tinctive troop uniform, a combination cu- 
lotte and skirt as suitable for sports ac- 
tivities as for business meetings. They 
have completed projects that financed 
other projects that will finance their 
camping trip next weekend. 


The thrill of this first primitive camp- 


ing experience begins tomorrow when 
the troop, carrying its own tents, food 
and all necessities, leaves for White 
Pines State Park to live outdoors for the 
weekend, cook over a fire and hike the 
12-mile Blackhawk Trail. Mother-father 
teams will chaperone.' 


The following week, the troop will par- 


ticipate with other Cadette troops in a 
Father-Daughter Roundette at Happy 
Hollow Girl Scout camp in Wisconsin. 
It's a "no-mothers-allowed" event, with 
fathers arriving for outdoor breakfast 
Saturday morning and staying overnight. 
You can bet Peggy's Dad will be there. 


FUTURE PLANS for Troop 37' include 


a'camping trip to Rock Cut State Park 
with a 7-mile hike around the lake, and a 
visit to Kettle Moraine Ranch to work on 
the Horsewoman Badge. Marge and John 
hope to take their Cadettes camping at 
least once a month through the summer. 


The Westenberger kids are proud that 


their Dad is a Girl Scout leader. Marge 
thinks it's a great idea, especially for 
girls at this level who love to identify 
with Dad. And John is having a ball. 
With daughter Beth entering Cadettes 
next year, he intends to continue as a 
leader. Then, of course, there are Kay, 
Joan and Elaine moving up. And some- 
where in the not too distant future an 
eager-to-camp Boy Scout son. 


Which leaves Jennifer to start at the 


bottom rung. 


"I guess we'll be in scouting forever," 


exclaimed Marge Westenberger. 


And she sounded rather happy about 


that.

Drink-Drive Calculators 
Mrs. Began Head 


Free From Auxiliary 
of Juniors Again 


Auxilians at Holy Family Hospital, Des 


Plaines, are participating in the state- 
wide traffic safety program being pro- 
moted by Gov. Richard B. Ogilvie by 
making available drink-drive calculators 
to all visitors in their hospital lobby. 


"With the recent signing of implied 


consent legislation. Holy Family aux- 
ilians saw a need for greater pullic 
awareness of the hazards of drinking and 
driving," said Mrs. John Reese, aux- 
iliary president. 


The drink-drive calculators, which are 


pocket-size and made of light weight 
cardboard, are designed to compute the 
approximate amount of alcohol that a 
person can consume in relation to his 
weight, without impairing his driving 
ability and without exceeding the legal 
Illinois limit of 10 per cent of blood alco- 
hol. 


"THE CALCULATORS can also deter- 


mine when drying ability should be ques- 
tioned, generally considered to be five 
per cent blood alcohol, because of drink- 
ing," Mrs. Reese said. 


The calculators were developed by the 


Governor's Traffic Safety Coordinating 
Committee. 


The auxiliary is distributing the calcu- 


lators free of charge as a public service. 


The project is endorsed by the Illinois 


Hospital Association, a voluntary non- 


profit association of 300 hospitals which 
acts as the spokesman and program 
coordinator for hospitals in their inter- 
action with public groups and with volun- 
tary and government-health agencies. 


The implied consent bill, passed in the 


last session of the General Assembly, 
was signed into law by Gov. Ogilvie Jan. 
4, 1972. Under the new law police have 
the authority to order drivers suspected 
of driving while under the influence <f 
alcohol to submit to a breathalyzer test. 
Illinois was the last of the 50 states to 
submit such a program,

is not what you sow or reap, but what

Sometimes when cold or dampness or, 


later on In the season, mosquitoes pre- 
vent me from working in my garden, I 
turn to my other one, the garden that 
exists in my mind's eye. 


Mine is a no-maintenance garden, I 


don t collect flowers. I collect their 
names. 


Every plant has at least two names, its 


Latin name — ceratophyllum, for in- 
stance — and the name everybody but 
the professors use — hornwort. 


Naming plants was kind of haphazard, 


until a very formal gent named Linnaeus 
(Latin for von Linne, his Swedish name) 
came along. From him was derived the 
modern system of naming plants. 


THE INTERNATIONAL Rules of Bot- 


annical Nomenclature are veddy, veddy 
Establishment. There are 70 articles, 
rules and recommendations. The system 
promotes uniformity, accuracy and fixity 
in the use of names, and takes all the fun 
out of name-calling. 


It's curious that such a bureaucratic 


system has allowed stragglers to survive 
ui its garden of names. The systems' 
chiefs must have been unconscious when 
they let Hottentot's fig, maypop or tidy- 
tips slip by. 


ft hen they passed out ISO Linnaean 


names, who let lablab, creamcups and 
yucca pass the censors? 


It would discourage most people if they 


had to call their little pickles by its Lin- 
naean moniker, othonna crasslfoiia. Of 
course, there are times when the bot- 
annical name is less embarrassing: Ni- 
gclla brassies napus is commonly called 
the rape plant, while bastard balm is 
more couthly referred to as melittis. On 
the other hand, the confusion between co- 
reopsis and corylopsis is strictly 
grammatical.

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Mount Prospect 
Urged To Buy 
Pal-Waukee

It may never come to be, but Tuesday 


the Mount Prospect Village Board was 
urged to buy Pal-Waukee Airport and to 
arme.x part of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. 


These were just two of a series of rec- 


ommendations made by Thomas Mur- 
phy, a consultant planner hired by the 
village to draw up a comprehensive plan 
for the newly annexed "New Town" 
Prospect Heights area. 


Murphy suggested the village buy the 


airport and then lease it to the present 
owner. George Pricster. "Then you will 
have control of the land and what might 
eventually be built there.'1 Murphy said. 
"An airport is a major community asset 
and a boon to any industrial area. You 
have a monopoly situation here — why 
not ensure it?" 


THE PLANNEK was referring to the 


fact that Pal-Waukee is the world's bus- 
iest private airport. It handles mostly the 
smaller planes that O'Harc Airport no 
longer has time to handle. 


Priester yesterday said that he would 


listen to any offer from a municipality 
for his airport but that what he will ulti- 
mately do would depend on the outcome 
of a suit involving runway lengths and 
plane sizes by the Village of Wheeling 
pending against him. 


"I was offered $8 million two years ago 


for it and things haven't gotten 
any 


cheaper." he said. "I believe the airport 
is an asset to any community and would 
be welcomed by any community — ex- 
cept Wheeling." 


Murphy recommended annexation of 


the forest preserve land because it would 
cost the village practically nothing and 
would be a means of gaining contiguity 
with land west of the Tri-State Tollway 
that is ripe for industrial development. 


"The only cost would be in police pro- 


tection and perhaps in beefing up some 
roads." he said. The major roads are 
served by the county and the state. 


Adding the potential industry to the 


east of the Tri-State would help lower the 
real estate tax rate. Murphy said. "The 
problem is that single-family Zoning) 
doesn't produce enough taxes to carry its 
own weight." 'The newly annexed sec- 
tion is at least 85 per cent residential, 
with most of the remainder being open 
space.) 


Murphy also pointed out that annexa- 


tion of the forest preserve land would 
make the village contiguous to Pal- 
Waukee. 


VILLAGE ATTY. John J. Zimmer- 


mann said that annexation of the forest, 
preserve section would solve a series of 
potential legal problems that could arise 
in conjunction with fire protection ser- 
vices. Right now. hi; said the village 
serves the Mount Prospect Rural Fire 
Protection District: however, the dis- 
trict's boundaries are 
indefinite when 


they reach the preserve. 


Wheeling has tried for several years to 


annex part of the forest preserve but has 
met with no success. In discussions. Cook 
County commissioners have informed 
Wheeling officials that they would never 
allow a village to annex part of the dis- 
trict until the statutes were changed .so 
that the district would not lose the con- 
cession rights. Such rights include camp- 
site fees. 


Forest preserve officials would have to 


initiate any annexation proceedings, ac- 
cording to Zimmermann. 


Teichert asked the trustees and mem- 


bers of the plan commission and the 
board of appeals who were present to 
submit written comments and questions 
on the presentation to Murphy. Any defi- 
nite followup action on the proposals will 
be postponed until feedback has been re- 
ceived.

How Can Rail Accidents Be 


by DOUG RAY 


A car stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes. The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This month, two persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate 
accidents 
in 
Palatine 
and 


Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents arc injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission answer in uni- 
son: "Not much." 


Tom Smith, a North Western spokes- 


man, explained that the first railroad 
tracks were installed in the Northwest 
suburbs in !«54. The tracks ran from DCS 
Plaines to Gary, "and when the line was 
put in. there wasn't any traffic," he said. 


BUT SINCE the horse-and-buggy days, 


tho traffic has increased and even though 
safely devices have beefi installed at 
crossings, it has been inevitable that 
trains and cars reach the crossings si- 
multaneously. 


"All the street crossings have protec- 


tion devices deemed essential by the Illi- 
nois 
Commerce 
Commission," Smith 


said. "If a car evades the warning, then 
tho driver is in jeopardy . . . there's not 
a whole lot we can do." 


HARRY STERN, assistant railway en- 


gineer for the ICC in Springfield, agreed, 
saying, "if a person refuses to obey the 
warning lights, then there is going lo be 
trouble.'" 


Stern estimated that it takes from one- 


half mile to a mile to stop a fast-moving 
commuter train. There's so much kinetic 
energy that they arc difficult to stop in 
time to prevent an accident. 


The ICC requires that all single-track 


railway lines must have warning lights 
at crossings. Stern said, "whoever main- 
tains I he highway files a petition with the 
commission to require short-arm gates 
at crossings" where they do not exist. 


On most modern rail lines, Stern said, 


crossing signals and gates are lowered 
automatically by track circuits. "We 
have a fail-safe system . . . if something 
goes wrong signals flash and gates come 
down." he added. 


Possibly the only way to completely 


avoid car-train accidents is to build an 
overpass or underpass where cars and 
pedestrians arc routed away from the 
tracks. However, the cost of such an in- 
stallation runs "into the millions," Stern 
said. The cost of an overpass is usually 
shared by the highway department and 
the railway, he added.

planned at the Hicks Road interchange in 
Palatine, the project has been stalled un- 
til 1H74. Officials of the Illinois Highway 
Department said one of the reasons for 
the delay is the problem of funding. 


Huge 1930 Train Collision 


by CINDY TEW 


Though there were fewer cars around 


to hit in 1930, trains cruising along the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite directions, ore on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 


the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E. Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger 
State 
Limited, 


which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
Him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and fireman 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury.

It may never come to be, but Tuesday 


the Mount Prospect Village Board was 
urged to buy Pal-Waukee Airport and to 
annex part of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve.

It handles mostly the 
smaller planes that O'Hare Airport no 
longer has time to handle. 


Priester yesterday said that he would 


listen to any offer from a municipality 
for his airport but that what he will ulti- 
mately do would depend on the outcome 
of a suit involving runway lengths and 
plane sizes by the Village of Wheeling 
pending against him. 


"I was offered *8 million two years ago 


for it and things haven't gotten any 
cheaper," he said. "I believe the airport 
Is an asset to any community and would 
be welcomed by any community — ex- 
cept Wheeling."

Teachers, Board 'Progress9 On Talks

The threat of a formal impasse has 


been dropped from the bargaining table 
of the Wheeling Faculty Council and the 
Dist. 21 Board of Education. 


Negotiating teams from both sides left 


the seventh bargaining session Wednes- 
day thinking that-progress is being made 
on closing the procedural section of the 
contract. 


Both teams also expressed the hope 


that the package could be signed and 
sealed in the next meeting at 4 p.m. 
Tuesday. 


However, before the two teams can do 


that a few proposals must be ironed out. 


The first proposal is widening of the 


scope of the contract. The council has 
proposed that teachers be able to bar- 
gain for the following items at the nego- 
tiating table: 


—Summer school salaries for teachers. 
—Teacher evaluation programs. 
—Educational program. 
—Staff reduction, distribution and com- 


position. 


—Class size. 
—School calendar. 
—Other matters, that directly or in- 


directly affect the quality of the instruc- 
tional program and professional service. 


THE BOARD offered the possibility of 


settling these problems with a "letter of 
intent" toward setting up a written pol- 
icy to give teachers a definite say in 
such matters. It will present the letter as 


a counter-proposal at the next meeting. 


Larry Halter, Illinois Education Asso- 


ciation representative and spokesman for 
the council, said the teachers need to dis- 
cuss these seven matters at the bargain- 
ing table. 


"It is important to show the public that 


we are not only bargaining for money, 
but for kid issues as well in these talks," 
explained Halter. 


Wording in the "strike clause" of the 


contract is the second proposal that must 
be settled. 


The council proposed keeping the pre- 


sent wording in the new contract. It 
states, "The council will not strike, or 
deliberately engage in, or support, or en- 
courage any concerted refusal to render 
uninterrupted services in the school dis- 
trict." 


The board, however, would like to add 


to that wording by saying the council 
should "try" to settle any problems be- 
tween strikers and the district. 


If it does not "try" to stop a "wildcat" 


work stoppage it can be held responsible 
for "any and all damages, injuries, and 
costs incurred by the district." 


JOHN BARGER, assistant superin- 


tendent of Dist. 21 and spokesman for the 
board team', said the board would only 
like the council to "try" to settle the 
matter if the situation develops. 


He said he will try to put his ex- 


planation in writing for the next meeting. 


A third problem in the talks lies in the 


"impasse procedure" in the new con- 
tract. 


Under the current contract it only 


takes one party to call an impasse, and 
the council would like to keep it that 
way. 


However, the board considers that for 


an impasse both parties must call it. 
"Otherwise," Barger said, "both teams 
will be holding back during the regular 
talks since they know an impasse will be 
coming. 


He added that more stalling also takes 


place when one party can call an im- 
passe. Barger's team will try to write a 
counter-proposal agreeable to the coun- 
cil. 


The final problem, binding arbitration 


in grievance procedures, was accepted in 
principle, if other minor word changes 
and more specifics are worked out in the 
procedural agreement as a whole. 


IF THESE four problems are settled at 


the next meeting, the procedural pack- 
age will be put aside for the next two 
years, since that is also in the new con- 
tract proposal. 


When the two teams finish with the 


procedural agreement they will start dis- 
cussing the salary and fringe benefit 
package. The council has not yet made a 
proposal in this area. 


Tuesday's meeting will be in the board 


room of the Dist. 21 Administration

.75 per cent at the second negotiating 
session Tuesday, 


The board's offers were counter-pro- 


posals to demands made by an employe 
wage and salary committee at an April 
14 meeting. 


No final decisions on the board's offers 


were made at the meeting. Committee 
members said they wanted time to meet 
with the employes they represent before 
commenting on the village board's offer. 


The board and employes agreed to 


meet again Wednesday to discuss the dif- 
ferences between the employe requests 
and the board offers. 


Trustee Michael Valenza, who chaired 


the Tueseay meeting, told the employes 
that over the past three years, "We have 
tried to update our pay schedules and 
grades so that our employe pay is not 
Inferior to that In oner villages." 


"The past three years we've been 


more than generous," Valenza told the 
committee and an audience of 15 other < 
village employes. 


BUT THE village payroll has now 


reached $1.200,000 annually, Valenza 
said, and a nine per cent or 15 per cent 
pay hike like the village has paid in past 
years is unfeasible. 


"This is as high as we can go," he said

adopting civil service for the village as 


soon as Wheeling qualifies, saying they 
were taking the request "under advise- 
ment." 


THE .BOARD turned down a request 


for an additional paid holiday but grant- 
ed a request for a $5,000 life insurance 
policy on each employe to be paid by the 
village. 


The employes will also have the option 


of purchasing additional life insurance at 
their own expense in conjunction with the 
village program. 


The board originally declined a propos- 


al for merit or incentive raises, but soft- 
ened its stand during the evening by 
agreeing to consider any "workable" 
merit program presented by the employ- 
es. 


The board agreed to increased insur- 


ance benefits for doctor calls while in the 
hospital, and for maternity costs. 


The board also agreed to a "reevalua- 


tion of job specifications and salary com- 
mensurate with the job." 


The board proposed quarterly employe 


interviews with department heads to 
evaluate job performance. The employes 
had asked for annual interviews. 


The board declined to allow an em- 


ploye the right to review his personnel 
file but did agree that an employe would 
be told at the interviews if any derogato- 
ry items were contained in it. 


Board members vetoed a plan to allow 


employes to sell sick leave days back to 
the village. 


Board members said a formal contract 


requested 
by village policemen was 


"non-negotiable" because there was no 
statutory authority for the village to sign 
such a contract. 


THE 
BOARD 
answered 
a 
police 


request for a 15 per cent differential be- 
tween top patrolman's pay and minimum 
sergeant's pay by pointing out that the 
current average differential between pa- 
trolmen and sergeants including longev- 
ity and overtime pay is now 15 per cent. 


The board also approved a disability 


insurance plan for off-the-job injuries 
which village firemen can sign up for at 
their own expense. 


A request to allow vacation accumula- 


tion for up to three years was denied by 
the board. 


The board said that since the majority 


of schooling attended by employes is al- 
ready paid for by the village it was not 
approving a fire department request to 
pay for any schooling deemed necessary 
to perform duties. 


The board approved an allowance of 


five clean uniforms per week for each 
public works employe, but denied a 
request from building department em- 
ployes for a clothing allowance. 


Clash On Negotiation Rules

W h e e l i n g trustees and employes 


clashed over the ground rules for nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


At one point in the discussion village 


policemen told the board that 1969 nego- 
tiations during the police strike were an 
example of successful negotiations be- 
tween village policemen and the board. 


Board members took the comment as a 


strike threat. 


At the end of the meeting Trustee Mi- 


chael Valenza threatened to call off the 
negotiations and tell the employes to 
"take it or leave it" with what the board 
had offered. 


"I'm very unhappy with the tenor of 


this meeting. It was a waste of time. 
Next week you had better be prepared 
for fruitful negotiations or we'll call a 
stop to it," Valenza said. 


The conflict, much of it between board 


members and village police and fire'de- 
partment representatives, was the first 
of major consequence in the two negotia- 
tions meetings this year. 


The arguments concerned the statutory 


authority of the board, the makeup of the 
wage and salary committee and repeated 
employe requests for the board to nego- 
tiate separately with the police and fire 
departments. 


The meeting began with the board al- 


lowing Combined Counties Police Associ- 
ation (CCPA) attorney Arthur Loevy to 
sit at the bargaining table with the 
trustees and the wage and salary com- 
mittee. 


Vaienza explained that while the board 


had kept Loevy in the audience at the 
first meeting he could sit at the table 
Tuesday because 
Village Atty. Paul 


Hamer was at the meeting and sitting at 
the table. 


LOEVY, WHO represented the village 


policemen, asked the board if the police 
could have pay hikes instead of other 
fringe benefits such as insurance cov- 
erage which other employes had sought. 


"We try to work as a team," trustee 


• Ronald Bruhn answered, as part of the 
continuing board stand that what the 
board gives to one employe it will give to 
all employes. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt told 


Loevy the policemen could not be ex- 
cluded from the insurance benefits and 
given higher pay instead because it is a 
group insurance plan. 


Loevy disagreed, saying he was sure 


the insurance company would delete a 
group as large ts the police department, 
which has one-third of the total village 
employes, if asked to. 


After final calculations the board said 


the increase would be a 3 per cent cost of 


living raise and a .75 per cent hike from 
the new fringe benefits. 


Board members wanted to include the 


5 per cent hike employes get for advanc- 
ing on the salary scale in determining 
the figure. 


"THESE MEN AND ladies had that 5 


per cent before they sat down," Loevy 
countered. 


Loevy said the police were not inter- 


ested in a board offer to establish the 
wage and salary committee by ordi- 
nance. He and representatives of the po- 
lice and fire departments pointed out 
that the committee is not set up on a 
numerically representative scale. 


For example, they noted' the 30-man 


police department has only four repre- 
sentatives on the committee, while a one- 
man department has one representative. 


Other employes opposed changing the 


structure. "It wouldn't be fair to employ- 
es in small departments. They wouldn't 
have a chance," Lorraine Lark, an em- 
ploye of the village clerk's office, pointed 
out. 


William Hoos, a village policeman, and 


Robert Hoos, a village fireman, argued 
that their departments should be allowed 
to negotiate separately. 


The fire and police departments com- 


bined have exactly half of the 90 total 
village employes. 


The Hoos brothers pointed to an Illinois 


governor's commission report 
recom- 


mending that' municipalities negotiate 
separately with various employe groups. 


THE POLICEMEN said they had nego- 


tiated individually with the board in 1969, 
and added, "It could be successful again, 
hopefully without the problems we had 
then." 


Valenza said he did not want to relive 


1969. "Four trustees wouldn't talk to me 
for a long time after those sessions," he 
said. 


William Hoos challenged the trustees 


elected last year on the ACT ticket (John 
Koeppen, Edward Berger, Albert Lang 
and Ronald Bruhn) that they had 
. pledged to negotiate with the CCPA. 


Koeppen said he wouldn't negotiate 


"with a gun at my head." 


When Hoos questioned the "gun," 


Koeppen responded, "you mentioned 
1969, my friend." 


Board members indicated there would 


not be any changes in the structure of 
the wage and salary committee for this 
negotiating period. "We'll revamp it next 
year if there are inequities," Bruhn said. 


"This committee as it stands has the 


wholehearted approval of the board. We 
want a cross-section of employes. This 
board is not going to listen to any 
stacked committees," Valenza said.

How Can Rail Accidents Be Halted?

A car stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes. The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This month, two persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate 
accidents in Palatine 
and 


Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents are injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission answer in uni- 
son: "Not much.'1 


Tom Smith, a North Western spokes- 


man, explained that the first railroad 
tracks were installed in the Northwest 
suburbs in 1854. The tracks ran from Des 
Plaines to Cary, "and when the line was 
put in, there wasn't any traffic," he said. 


BUT SINCE the horse-and-buggy days, 


the traffic has increased and even though 
safety devices have been installed at 
crossings, it has been inevitable that 
trains and cars reach the crossings si- 
multaneously. 


"All the street crossings have protec- 


tion devices deemed essential by the Illi- 
nois Commerce 
Commission," 
Smith 


said. "If a car evades the warning, then 


the driver is in jeopardy . . . there's not 
a whole lot we can do." 


HARRY STERN, assistant railway en- 


gineer for the ICC in Springfield, agreed, 
saying, "if a person refuses to obey the 
warning lights, then there is going to be 
trouble." 


Stern estimated that it takes from one- 


half mile to a mile to stop a fast-moving 
commuter train. There's so much kinetic 
energy that they are difficult to stop in 
time to prevent an accident. 


The ICC requires that all single-track 


railway lines must have warning lights 
at crossings. Stern said, "whoever main- 
tains the highway files a petition with the 


Huge 1930 Train Collision Recalled 


by CINDY TEW 


Though there were fewer cars around 


to hit in 1930, trains cruising along the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite directions, one on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 


the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E. Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger State Limited, 
which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and firerian 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury. 


Carl Kutzner, engineer of the west- 


bound No. 1087 suburban train headed for 


Barrington, did not have time to jump, 
and became the only fatality. Twenty 
persons were injured. Though some resi- 
dents ran to warn the train, the Barring- 
ton local had no chance of stopping and 
piled not only into the sewer tile, but the 
wreck of the Badger State Limited. 


The estimate of damage was $500,000. 


Among the 5,000 Arlington Heights 


residents of 1930 who remember the 
crash are C. L 
Griffith 
and Elmer 


Crane, who still live in the village. Both 
residents heard the story of the accident 
less than an hour after it happened, but 
neither took a first-hand look. 


Mrs. Henry Malzahn of S. Chestnut 


Street was aboard the westbound train. 
Though she was not injured, her glasses 
were broken in the crash.

On most modern rail lines, Stern said, 


crossing signals and gates are lowered 
automatically by track circuits. "We 
have a fail-safe system . . . if something 
goes wrong signals flash and gates come 
down," he added. 


Possibly the only way to completely 


avoid car-train accidents is to build an 
overpass or underpass where cars and 
pedestrians are routed away from the 
tracks. However, the cost of such an in- 
stallation runs "into the millions," Stern 
said. The cost of an overpass is usually 
shared by the highway department and 
the railway, he added. 


Although a highway underpass is 


planned at the Hicks Road interchange in 
Palatine, the project has been stalled un- 
til 1974. Officials of the Illinois Highway 
Department said one of the reasons for 
the delay is the problem of funding.

on closing the procedural section of the 
contract. 


Both teams also expressed the hope 


that the package could be signed and 
sealed in the next meeting at 4 p.m. 
Tuesday. 


However, before the two teams can do 


that a few proposals must be ironed out. 


The first proposal is widening of the 


scope of the contract, The council has 
proposed that teachers be able to bar- 
gain for the following items at the nego- 
tiating table: 


—Summer school salaries for teachers. 
—Teacher evaluation programs. 
—Educational program. 
—Staff reduction, distribution and com- 


position. 


—Class size. 
—School calendar. 
—Other matters that directly or in- 


directly affect the quality of the instruc- 
tional program and professional service.

If it does not "try" to stop a "wildcat" 


work stoppage it can be held responsible 
for "any and all damages, injuries, and 
costs incurred by the district." 


JOHN BARGER, assistant superin- 


tendent of Dist. 21 and spokesman for the 
board team, said the board would only 
like the council to "try" to settle the 
matter if the situation develops. 


He said he will try to put his ex- 


planation in writing for the next meeting. 


A third problem in the talks lies in the 


"impasse procedure" in the new con- 
tract. > 


Under the current contract it only 


takes one party to call an impasse, and 
the council would like to keep it that 
way.. 


However, the board considers that for 


an impasse both parties must call it. 
"Otherwise," Barger said, "both teams 
will be holding back during the regular 
talks since they know an impasse will be 
coming. 


He added that more stalling also takes 


place when one party can call an im- 
passe. Barger's team will 117 to write a 
counter-proposal agreeable to the coun- 
cil. 


The final problem, binding arbitration 


in grievance procedures, was accepted in 
principle, if other minor word changes 
and more specifics are worked out in the 
procedural agreement as a whole. 


IF THESE four problems are settled at 


the next meeting, the procedural pack- 
age will be put aside for the next two 
years, since that is also in the new con- 
tract proposal. 


When the two teams finish with the 


procedural agreement they will start dis- 
cussing the salary and fringe benefit 
package. The council has not yet made a 
proposal in this area. 


Tuesday's meeting will be in the board 


room of the Dist. 21 Administration 
Building, 999 W. Dundee Rd., Wheeling.

Prospect 
Urged To Buy 
Pal-Wdukee 


by TOM VON MALDER 


It may never come to be, but Tuesday 


the Mount Prospect Village Board was 
urged to buy Pal-Waukee Airport and to 
annex part of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve. 


These were just two of a series of rec- 


ommendations made by Thomas Mur- 
phy, a consultant planner hired by the 
village to draw up a comprehensive plan 
for the newly annexed "New Town" 
Prospect Heights area. 


Murphy suggested the village buy the 


airport and then lease it to the present 
owner, George Priester. "Then you will 
have control of the land and what might 
eventually be built there," Murphy said. 
"An airport is a major community asset 
and a boon to any industrial area. You 
have a monopoly situation here — why 
not ensure it?" 


THE PLANNER was referring to the 


fact that Pal-Waukee is the world's bus- 
iest private airport. It handles mostly the 
smaller planes that O'Hare Airport no 
longer has time, to handle. 


Priester yesterday said that he would 


listen to any offer from a municipality 
for his airport but that what he will ulti- 
mately do would depend on the outcome 
of a suit involving runway lengths and 
plane sizes by the Village of Wheeling 
pending against him. 
/"I was offered $8 million two years ago 
for it and things haven't gotten any 
cheaper," he said. "I believe the airport 
is an asset to any community and would 
be welcomed by any community — ex- 
cept Wheeling." ' 


Murphy recommended annexation of 


the forest preserve land because it would 
cost the village practically nothing and 
would be a means of gaining contiguity 
with land west of the Tri-State Tollway 
that is ripe for industrial development. 


"The only cost would be in police pro- 


tection and perhaps in beefing up some 
roads," he said. The major roads are 
served by the county and the state. 


Adding the potential industry to the 


east of the Tri-State would help lower the 
real estate tax rate, Murphy said. "The 
problem-is that single-family (zoning) 
doesn't produce enough taxes to carry its 
own weight." (The newly annexed sec- 
tion is at least 85 per cent residential, 
with most of the remainder being open 
space.) 


Murphy also pointed out that annexa- 


tion of the forest preserve land would 
make the village contiguous to Pal- 
Waukee. 


VILLAGE ATTY. John J. Zimmer- 


mann said that annexation of the forest 
preserve section would solve a series of 
potential legal problems that could arise 
in conjunction with fire protection ser- 
vices. Right now, he said the village 
serves the Mount Prospect Rural Fire 
Protection District; however, the dis- 
trict's boundaries are indefinite when 
they reach the preserve. 


Wheeling has tried for several years to 


annex part of the forest preserve but has 
met with no success.-In discussions, Cook 
County commissioners have informed 
Wheeling officials that they would never 
allow a village to annex part of the dis- 
trict until the statutes were changed so 
that the district would not lose the con- 
cession rights. Such rights include camp- 
site fees.

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Village Offers 3% 
Pay Hike, Better 
Fringe Benefits

Wheeling's village board offered vil- 


lage employes a 3 per cent pay hike and 
a fringe benefit package totaling another 
.75 per cent at the second negotiating 
session Tuesday. 


The board's offers were counter-pro- 


posals to demands made by an employe 
wage and salary committee at an April 
14 meeting. 


No final decisions on the board's offers 


were made at the meeting. Committee 
members said they wanted time to meet 
with the employes they represent before 
commenting on the village board's offer. 


The board and employes agreed to 


meet again Wednesday to dbeuss the dif- 
ferences between the employe requests 
and the board offers. 


Trustee Michael Valenza, who chaired 


the Tueseay meeting, told the employes 
that over the past three years, "We have 
tried to update our pay schedules and 
grades so that our employe pay is not 
inferior to that in oher villages." 


"The past three years we've been 


more than generous," Valenza told the 
committee and an audience of 15 other 
village employes. 


BUT THE village payroll has now 


reached 
$1.200,000 annually, Valenza 


said, and a nine per cent or 15 per cent 
pay hike like the village has paid in past 
years is unfeasible. 


"This is as high as we can go," he said 


of the board's offer. 


The trustee told the employes that Vil- 


lage Mgr. George Passolt is concluding 
work on a S3 million proposed budget but 
that anticipated revenue for the coming 
year is only $2.4 million. 


"If you can tell me where we can get 


an extra $600,000 we'll give everyone a 20 
per cent raise." he told the employes. 


The details of the offer the board made 


to the employes included the 3 per cent 
wage increase to the 5 per cent employes 
reeieve for progressing on the pay scale. 


The employes had asked for a 9 per 


cent cost of living increase as opposed to 
the 3 per cent offered by the board. 


The board vetoed an employe request 


for an upgrading of the longevity pay 
given to employes who have reached the 
top of their rank on the pay scale. 


The board approved a request to for- 


malize an employe grievance procedure 
in an ordinance. 


The board also agreed to establish the 


wage and salary committee by ordi- 
nance. 


Also approved was hospitalization and 


life Insurance benefits for part time em- 
ployes, and development of an employe 
benefit brochure. 


The board refused to take a stand on 


adopting civil service for the village as 


soon as Wheeling qualifies, saying they 
were taking the request "under advise- 
ment," 


THE BOARD turned down a request 


for an additional paid holiday but grant- 
ed a request for a $5,000 life insurance 
policy on each employe to be paid by the 
village. 


The employes will also have the option 


of purchasing additional life insurance at 
their own expense in conjunction with the 
village program. 


The board originally declined a propos- 


al for merit or incentive raises, but soft- 
ened its stand during the evening by 
agreeing to consider any "workable" 
merit program presented by the employ- 
es. 


The board agreed to increased insur- 


ance benefits for doctor calls while in the 
hospital, and for maternity costs. 


The board also agreed to a "revalua- 


tion of job specifications and salary com- 
mensurate with the job." 


The board proposed quarterly employe 


interviews with department heads to 
evaluate job performance. The employes 
had asked for annual interviews. 


The board declined to allow an em- 


ploye the right to review his personnel 
file but did agree that an employe would 
be told at the interviews if any derogato- 
ry items were contained in it. 


Board members vetoed a plan to allow 


employes to sell sick leave days back to 
the village. 


Board members said a formal contract 


requested 
by village policemen 'was 


"non-negotiable" because there was no 
statutory authority for the village to sign 
such a contract. 


THE 
BOARD answered 
a police 


request for a 15 per cent differential be- 
tween top patrolman's pay and minimum 
sergeant's pay by pointing out that the 
current average differential between pa- 
trolmen and sergeants including longev- 
ity and overtime pay is now 15 per cent. 


The board also approved a disability 


insurance plan for off-the-job injuries 
which village firemen can sign up for at 
their own expense. 


A request to allow vacation .accumula- 


tion for up to three years was denied by 
the board. 


The board said that since the majority 


of schooling attended by employes is al- 
ready paid for by the village it was not 
approving a fire department request to 
pay for any schooling deemed necessary 
to perform duties. 


The board approved an allowance of 


five clean uniforms per week for each 
public works employe, but denied a 
request from building department em- 
ployes for a clothing allowance. 


Clash On Negotiation Rules

W h e e l i n g trustees and employes • 


clashed over the ground rules for nego- 
tiations Tuesday. 


At one point in the discussion village 


policemen told the board that 1969 nego- 
tiations during the police strike were an 
example of successful negotiations be- 
tween village policemen and the board. 


Board members took the comment as a 


strike threat. 
, 


At the end of the meeting Trustee Mi- 


chael Valenza threatened to call off the 
negotiations and tell the employes to 
"take it or leave It" with what the board 
had offered. 


"I'm very unhappy with the tenor of 


this meeting. It was a waste of lime. 
Next week you had better be prepared 
for fruitful negotiations or we'll call a 
stop to It." Valenza said. 


The conflict, much of it between board 


members and village police and fire de- 
partment representatives, was the first 
of major consequence in the two negotia- 
tions meetings this year, 
' 


The arguments concerned the statutory 


authority of the board, the makeup of the 
wage and salary committee and repeated 
employe requests for the board to nego- 
tiate separately with the police and fire 
departments, 


The meeting began with the board al- 


lowing Combined Counties Police Associ- 
ation (CCPA) attorney Arthur Loevy to 
sit at the bargaining table with the 
trustees and the wage and salary com- 
mittee. 


Valenza explained that while the board 


had kept Loevy in the audience at the 
first meeting he could sit at the table 
Tuesday because Village Atty. Paul 
Hamer was at the meeting and sitting at 
tho tflblt?* 


LOEVY, WHO represented the village 


policemen, asked the board if the police 
could have pay hikes instead of other 
fringe benefits such as insurance cov- 
erage which other employes had sought. 


"We try to work as a team," trustee 


Ronald Bruhn answered, as part of the 
continuing board stand that what the 
board gives to one employe it will give to 
all employes. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt told 


Loevy the policemen could not be ex- 
cluded from the insurance benefits and 
given higher pay instead because it is a 
group insurance plan, 


Loevy disagreed, saying he was sure 


the insurance company would delete a 
group as large as the police department, 
which has one-third of the total village 
employes, If asked to. 


After final calculations the board said 


the increase would be a 3 per cent cost of 


living raise and a .75 per cent hike from 
the new fringe benefits. 


Board members wanted to include the 


S.per cent hike employes get for advanc- 
ing on the salary scale in determining 
the figure. 


"THESE MEN AND ladies had that 5 


per cent before they sat down," Loevy 
countered. 


Loevy said the police were not inter- 


ested in a board offer to establish the 
wage and salary committee by ordi- 
nance. He and representatives of the po-. 
lice. and fire departments pointed out 
that the committee is not set up on a 
numerically representative scale. 


For example, they noted the 30-man 


police department has only four repre- 
sentatives on the committee, while a one- 
man department has one representative. 


Other employes opposed changing the 


structure. "It wouldn't be fair to employ- 
es in small departments. They wouldn't 
have a chance," Lorraine Lark, an em- 
ploye of the village clerk's office, pointed 
out. 


William Hoos, a village policeman, and 


Robert Hoos, a village fireman, argued 
that their departments should be allowed 
to negotiate separately. 


The fire and police departments com- 


bined have exactly half of the 90 total 
village employes. 


The Hoos brothers pointed to an Illinois 


governor's commission report recom- 
mending that municipalities negotiate 
separately with various employe groups. 


THE POLICEMEN said they had nego- 


tiated individually with the board in 1969, 
and added, "It could be successful again, 
hopefully without the problems we had 
then." 


Valenza said he did not want to relive 


1969. "Four trustees wouldn't talk to me 
for a long time after those sessions," he 
said. 
, 


William Hoos challenged the trustees 


elected last year on the ACT ticket (John 
Koeppen, Edward Berger, Albert Lang 
and Ronald Bruhn) that they had 
pledged to negotiate with the CCPA. 


Koeppen said he wouldn't negotiate 


"with a gun at my head." 


When Hoos questioned the 
"gun," 


Koeppen responded, "you mentioned 
1969, my friend." 


Board members indicated there would 


not be any changes in 'the structure of 
the wage and salary committee for this 
negotiating period. VWe'll revamp it next 
year if there are inequities," Bruhn s.aid. 


"This committee as it stands has the 


wholehearted approval of the board. We 
want a cross-section of employes. This 
board is not going to listen to any 
stacked committees," Valenza said.

How Can Rail Accidents Be Halted?

A car stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes. The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This month, two persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate 
accidents 
in Palatine 
and 


Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents are injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission -answer in uni- 
son: "Not much." 


Tom Smith, a North Western spokes- 


man, explained that the first railroad 
tracks were installed in the Northwest 
suburbs in 1854. The tracks ran from Des 
Plaines to Gary, "and when the line was 
put in, there wasn't any traffic," he said. 


BUT SINCE the horse-and-buggy days, 


the traffic has increased and even though 
safety devices have been installed at 
crossings, it has been inevitable that 
trains and cars reach the crossings si- 
multaneously. 


"All the street crossings have protec- 


tion devices deemed essential by the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission," Smith 
said. "If a car evades the warning, then 


the driver is in jeopardy . . . there's not 
a whole lot we can do." 


HARRY STERN, assistant railway en- 


gineer for the ICC in Springfield, agreed, 
saying, "if a person refuses to obey the 
warning lights, then there is going to be 
trouble." 


Stern estimated that it takes from one- 


half mile to a mile to stop a fast-moving 
commuter train. There's so much kinetic 
energy that they are difficult to stop in 
time to prevent an accident. 


The ICC requires that all single-track 


railway lines must have warning lights 
at crossings. Stern said, "whoever main- 
tains the highway files a petition with the 


Huge 1930 Train Collision Recalled 


by CINDY TEW 


Though there were fewer cars around 


to hit in 1930, trains cruising along the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite directions, one on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted, on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 


the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident Wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E, Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger State Limited, 
which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and fireman 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury. 


Carl Kutzner, engineer of the west- 


bound No. 1087 suburban train headed for 


Barrington, did not have time to jump, 
and became the only fatality. Twenty 
persons were injured. Though some resi- 
dents ran to warn the train, the Barring- 
ton local had no chance of stopping and 
piled not only into the sewer tile, but the 
wreck of'the.Badger State Limited. 


The estimate of damage was $500,000. 


Among the 5,000 Arlington Heights 


residents of 1930 who remember the 
crash are C. L. Griffith and Elmer 
Crane, who still live in the village. Both 
residents heard the story of the accident 
less than an hour after it happened, but 
neither took a first-hand look. 


Mrs. Henry Malzahn of S: Chestnut 


Street was aboard the westbound train. 
Though she was not injured, her glasses 
were broken in the crash.

On most modern rail lines, Stern said, 


crossing signals and gates are lowered 
automatically by track circuits.

Possibly the only way to completely 


avoid car-train accidents is to build an 
overpass or underpass where cars and 
pedestrians are routed away from the 
tracks. However, the cost of such an in- 
stallation runs "into the millions," Stern 
said. The cost of an overpass is usually 
shared by the highway department and 
the railway, he added. 


Although a highway underpass is 


planned at the Hicks Road interchange in 
Palatine, the project has been stalled un- 
til 1974.

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Ouch! Another 
lOc On Tax Bills 
Next Year Likely

Once Palatine residents get over pon- 


dering and paying the tax bills they just 
received, they can begin anticipating a 
probable increase of about 10 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation to the Village or 
Palatine on next year's bill. 


Based on the $1,6 million 1972-73 budget 


approved by the Palatine Village Board 
Monday, It appears as though the 10-cent 
hike will be needed to meet projected ex- 
penses. 


The single largest factor causing the 


expected increase i» a deficit in collec- 
tions for the police pension fund* as re- 
quired by state statute. An appropriation 
of $68,000 toward the pension fund is 
needed to begin making up the deficit, an 
amount that by itself would require an 
approximate seven-cent hike. 


Village Mgr. Berton Braun explained 


that recent statute revisions changed the 
requirements on a municipality for pay- 
ment to the pension fund from a flat rate 
of $10,000 per policeman to an actuarial 
funding procedure. The switch created a 
total deficit for Palatine of $245,000 to be 
made up over a period of many years. 


THE VILLAGE board won't decide un- 


til August when it sets the tax levy ordi- 
nance for next year whether to appro- 
priate the full $68,000 towards the pen- 
sion fund. However, Braun said that if 
the full amount is not levied the village 
may "be in some difficulty next year" 
making the payments to the fund. 


Another three-cent hike would be 


needed to make up a $31,000 deficit in the 
village general fund for municipal ser- 
vices. This deficit was reduced from an 
original figure of $150,000 with a number 
of cuts and revenue adjustments made 
over the past month during working ses- 
sion* on the budget. 


Taken together, these two expected tax 


increases should raise the municipal tax 
to 66.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 
This rate is based on a projected total 
assessed valuation for the village of $110 
million. 


Braun said that if the assessed valu- 


ation proves greater than $110 million 
next year, the rate would be less. If the

valuation is less, the rate would be more. 


An additional tax rate increase could 


come if the board decides to levy money 
to eliminate a $65,000 deficit in the mu- 
nicipal sewer and refuse collection funds, 
a deficit which has been carried over on 
budgets for several years. 


Indications from village trustees dur- 


ing the budget working sessions are that 
the deficit will probably be carried over 
another year and subsidized by the vil- 
lage general fund rather than levy an 
additional amount and raise taxes even 
more. 


A DECISION on this deficit would also 


be made in August during consideration 
of the tax levy ordinance. 
. Braun said, however, it is possible the 
village may be forced to take out tax an- 
ticipation warrents by next June for two 
to three months to help supplement this 
ongoing sewer and garbage deficit. Al- 
though a hike in the sewer rate approved 
this week will help bring the sewer fund 
closer to balancing, it may not be enough 
to cover expenses and avoid the issuance 
of warrants. 


"Consistently 
carrying 
these 
defi- 


ciencies absorbs available cash in the 
general fund," Braun said. "Right now 
we're more dependent on the property 
tax to carry the load of these deficiencies 
than on the rates charged for the ser- 
vices." 


The last time Palatine was forced to

How Can Rail Accidents Be Halted? 


by DOUG RAY 


A car stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes.' The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This month, two persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate accidents in Palatine and 
Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents are injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission answer in uni- 
son: "Not much." 


Tom Smith, a North Western spokes- 


man, explained that the first railroad 
tracks were installed in the Northwest 
suburbs in 1854. The tracks ran from Des 
Plaines to Cary, "and when the line was 
put in, there wasn't any traffic," he said.. 


BUT SINCE the horse-and-buggy days, 


the traffic has increased and even though 
safety devices have been installed at 
crossings, it has been inevitable that 
trains and cars reach the crossings si- 
multaneously. 


"All the street crossings have protec- 


tion devices .deemed essential by the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission," Smith 
said. "If a car evades the warning, then 
the driver is in jeopardy . . . there's not 
a whole lot we can do." 


HARRY STERN, assistant railway en- 


gineer for the ICC in Springfield, agreed, 
saying, "if a person refuses to obey the 
warning lights, then there is going to be 
trouble." 


Stern estimated that it takes from one- 


half mile to a mile to stop a fast-moving 
commuter train. There's so much kinetic 
energy that they are difficult to stop in 
time to prevent an accident. 


The ICC requires that all single-track 


railway lines must have warning lights 


at crossings. Stern said, "whoever main- 
tains the highway files a petition with the 
commission to require short-arm gates 
at crossings" where they do not exist. 


On most modern rail lines, Stern said, 


crossing signals and gates are lowered 
automatically by track circuits. "We 
have a fail-safe system ... if something 


goes wrong signals flash and gates come 
down," he added. ' 


Possibly the only way to completely 


avoid car-train accidents is to build an 
overpass or underpass where cars and 
pedestrians are routed away from the 
tracks. However, the cost of such an in- 
stallation runs "into the millions," Stern 


said. The cost of an overpass is usually 
shared by the highway department and 
the railway, he added. 


Although a highway underpass is 


planned at the Hicks Road interchange in 
Palatine, the project has been stalled un- 
til 1974. Officials of the Illinois Highway 
Department said one of the reasons for 
the delay is the problem of funding. 


Huge 1930 Train Collision Recalled 


by CINDY TEW 


Though there were fewer cars around 


to hit in 1930, trains cruising along the' 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite directions, one on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor < 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 


the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E. Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger State Limited, 
which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and fireman 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury. 


Carl Kutzner, engineer of the west- 


bound No. 1087 suburban train headed for 


Barrington, did not have time to jump, 
and became the only fatality. Twenty 
persons were injured. Though some resi- 
dents ran to warn the train, the Barring- 
ton local had no chance of stopping and 
piled not only into the sewer tile, but the 
wreck of the Badger State Limited. 


The estimate of damage was $500,000. 


Among the 5,000 Arlington Heights 


residents of 1930 who .remember the 
crash are C. L. Griffith and Elmer 
Crane, who still live in the village. Both 
residents heard the story of the accident 
less than an hour after it happened, but 
neither took a first-hand look. 


Mrs. Henry Malzahn of S. Chestnut 


Street was aboard the westbound train. 
Though she was not injured, her glasses 
were broken in the crash.

Budget OKd - In 
2 Minutes Flat 


In less than two minutes Tuesday 


night, more than $2.6 million passed 
through the fingers of the City Council 
and into the city coffers to stand ready 
for spending, 


At least that's what happened on pa- 


per, when aldermen approved the 1972-73 
city budget without discussion or altera- 
tion. 


The new budget, which goes into effect 


May 1, is a record, topping by about 
140,000 the 1971-72 budget. However, it 
projects that the city win spend $1,100 
less in the next fiscal year than it actual- 
ly spent this year. 


Two weeks ago, City Mgr. James Wat- 


son submitted the budget to the council 
for a first hearing, and it underwent only 
minor modifications. 


As last year, the major source of reve- 


nue is expected to be $1.2 million In state 
sales tax refunds, or 46 per cent of the 
city's Income. Approximately $400,000 in 
surplus funds remains from last year and 
is incorporated in the new budget as rev- 
enue for 1972-73. 


The biggest share of the money will go 


for police protection, with $630,000 budg- 


. eted for police use. More than $500,000 


has been projected for use by the water 
department. 


APPROXIMATELY 8307,000 has been 


budgeted for capital improvements for 
the city, but there has been no break- 
down yet of how that money will be 
spent. 


Last year $281,000 was budgeted for 


capital improvements, but the city ran 
$160,000 over budget in this category. The 
majority of that money — $350,000 — was 
spent for the new three-story addition to 
city hall. 


The new budget also reflects an in- 


crease in the operating budgets for 20 of 
the 25 city departments, or budget cate- 
gories. Six city employes are to be hired 
under the new budget, including three 
policemen, two custodians for city hall 
and a foreman for the street department. 


And $170,000, coming entirely from mo-

A car stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes. The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This nionth, two'persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate accidents in Palatine and 
Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents are injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission answer in uni- 
son: "Not much." 


Tom Smith, a North Western spokes- 


man, explained that the first railroad 
tracks were installed in the Northwest 
suburbs in 1854. The tracks ran from Des 
Plaines to Gary, "and when the line was 
put in, there wasn't any traffic," he said. 


BUT SINCE the horse-and-buggy days, 


the traffic has increased and even though 
safety devices have been installed at 
crossings, it has been inevitable that 
trains and cars reach the crossings si- 
multaneously. 


"All the street crossings have protec- 


tion devices deemed essential by the Illi- 
nois Commerce Commission," Smith 
said. "If a car evades the warning, then 
the driver is in jeopardy . . . there's not ' 
a whole lot we can do." 


HARRY STERN, assistant railway en- 


gineer for the ICC in Springfield, agreed, 
saying, "if a person refuses to obey the • 
warning lights, then there is going to be 
Double." 


Stern estimated that it takes from one- 


half mile to a mile to stop a fast-moving 
commuter train: There's so much kinetic 
energy that they are difficult to stop in 
time to prevent an accident. 


The ICC requires that all single-track 


railway lines must have warning lights 


at crossings. Stern said, "whoever main- 
tains the highway files a petition^ with the 
commission to require short-arm gates 
at crossings" where they do not exist. 


On most modern rail lines, Stern'said, 


crossing signals and gates are lowered 
automatically by track circuits. "We 
have a fail-safe system ... if something 


goes wrong signals flash and gates come 
down," he added.' 


Possibly the only way to completely 


avoid car-train accidents is to build an 
overpass or underpass where cars and 
pedestrians are routed away from the 
tracks. However, the cost of such an in- 
stallation runs "into the millions," Stern 


said. The cost of an overpass is usually 
shared by the highway department and 
the railway, he added. 


Although a highway underpass is 


planned at the Hicks Road'interchange in 
Palatine, the project has been stalled un- 
til 1974. Officials of the Illinois Highway 
Department said one of the reasons for 
the delay is the problem of funding. 


Huge 1930 Train Collision Recalled

Though there were fewer cars around 


to hit in 1930, trains cruising along the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years'-of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite .directions, one on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 


the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E. Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger State Limited, 
which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and fireman 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury. 


Carl Kutzner, engineer of the west- 


bound No. 1087 suburban train headed for 


Barrington, did not have time to jump, 
and became the • only fatality. Twenty 
persons were injured. Though some resi- 
dents ran to warn the train, the Barring- 
ton local had no chance of stopping and 
piled not only into the sewer tile, but the 
wreck of the Badger State Limited. 


The estimate of damage was $500,000. 


Among the 5,000 Arlington Heights 


residents of 1930 who remember the 
crash- are C. L. Griffith and Elmer 
Crane, who still live in the village. Both 
residents heard the story of the accident 
less than an hour after it happened, but 
neither took a first-hand look. 


Mrs. Henry Malzahn of S. Chestnut 


Street was aboard the westbound train. 
Though she was not injured, her glasses 
were broken in the crash.

Village Vetoes Home Dental Office 


Palatine dentist Dr. John Napolitano 


Monday was stopped by the Palatine Vil- 
lage Board in his attempt to get approval 
for a special use to set up a dental office 
from a home at 650 E. Palatine Rd. in 
Patanols Park. 


Some 15 residents, all of them from 


Palanois Park, were on hand Monday to 
object to the proposal for the dental clin- 
ic. Many had signed petitions opposing 
the special use. claiming that the office 
would detract from the residential area, 
that it may lead to more office and busi- 
ness uses and that there was insufficient 
parking. 


The village board voted 4-2 to deny the 


special use, following the recommenda- 
tion made by the Palatine Plan Commis- 
sion. 


"This zoning change would be the 


thrust that might set a precedent for 


more change in the area, which in my 
opinion, is not desirable," Trustee Terry 
Leighty told the board. 


However, Trustees Wendell Jones and 


Fred Zajonc disagreed, saying the dental 
office appeared to be a reasonable use 
and was a permitted home occupation ac- 
cording to the village zoning ordinance. 


In making his presentation to the 


board, Napolitano pointed out other med- 
ical buildings within Palatine that pro- 
vide few parking places for patients. 


He also presented a letter from Dr. 


Robert Klein explaining that Napolitano 
had requested space in the Palatine Pro- 
fessional Building but could not get it be- 
cause another orthodontist already had 
offices there. 


BECAUSE OF THE unavailability of 


office space, Napolitano said he has used 
for the past two months the offices of a 


general practitioner in Palatine to serve 
his patients, a situation which has 
created a "hardship." 


"It's imperative I have a place • to 


practice," he told the board, explaining 
he currently had no office of his own in 
Palatine. 


Although he said he realized the area 


for his proposal was totally residential, 
Napolitano said he felt "spreading the 
services about the community is the 
proper way to do things.'' 


A full public hearing was held April 4 


before the plan commission on Dr. Na- 
politano's proposal. The commission rec- 
ommended denial on three points: that 
there is space available, in existing medi- 
cal buildings, that the use would actually 
constitute a commercial use in a residen- 
tial zone and that additional variations 
would be required to accommodate the 
proposed parking.

It may never come to be, but Tuesday 


the Mount Prospect Village Board was 
urged to buy Pal-Waukee Airport and to 
annex part of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve.

fact that Pal-Waukee is the world's' bus- 
iest private airport. It handles mostly the ' 
smaller planes that O'Hare Airport no 
longer has time to handle. 


Priester yesterday said that he would 


listen to any offer from a municipality 
for his airport but that what he will ulti- 
mately do would depend on the outcome 
of a suit'involving runway lengths and 
plane s.izes by the Village of Wheeling 


pending against him. 


"I was offered,$8 million two years ago 


for it and things haven't gotten any 
'cheaper," he said. "I believe the airport 
is an asset to any community and would 
be welcomed by any community — ex- 
cept Wheeling." 


Murphy recommended annexation of 


the forest preserve land because it would 
cost the village practically nothing and 
would be a means of gaining contiguity 
with land west of the Tri-State Tollway 
that is ripe for industrial development. 


"The only cost would be in police pro- 


tection and' perhaps in beefing up some 
roads," he said. The major roads are 


served by the county and the state. 


Adding' the potential industry to the 


east of the Tri-State would help lower the 
real estate tax rate, Murphy said. "The 
problem is that single-family (zoning) 
doesn't produce enough taxes to carry its 
own weight." (The newly annexed sec- 
tion is at least 85 per cent residential, 
with most of the remainder being open 
space.) 


Murphy also pointed out that annexa- 


tion of the forest preserve land would 
make the village contiguous to Pal- 
Waukee. 


VILLAGE ATTY. John J. Zimmer- 


mann said that annexation of the forest 


preserve section would solve a series of 
potential'legal problems that could arise 
in conjunction with fire protection ser- 
vices. Right now, he said the village 
serves the Mount Prospect Rural' Fire 
Protection District; however, the dis- 
trict's boundaries are indefinite when 
^they reach the preserve. 


Wheeling has tried for several years to 


annex part of the forest, preserve but has 
met with no success. In discussions, Cook 
County commissioners have informed 
Wheeling officials that they would never 
allow a village to annex part of the dis-

lage plan so, should zoning lawsuits arise 
in the newly annexed area, the village 
wilt have the plan as a basis for a de- 
fense.

Eppley Urges Officials Voluntarily File Financial Statements 


Although the state's ethics law has 


been declared unconstitutional, Mount 
Prospect Village Mgr. Robert J. Eppley 
said village officials should file state- 
ments of their income anyway. 


"I'm sure the case-will go to the Su- 


preme Court," Eppley said. "When there 
is doubt like this I think they should 
file." About 24 village officials are cov- 
ered by the act, which requires the in- 
come statements be .on file by July 1. 


The ethics bill was declared uncon- 


stitutional Tuesday by Circuit Court 
Judge Daniel A. Covelli, who was ruling 
on a suit filed by Jack G. Stein of Skokie, 
to prevent the use of $50,000 to $80,000 in 
taxpayers' money to administer a law 
which he said was unconstitutional. 


The law was enacted in January, after 


approval by Goy. Ogilvie and large ma-' 
jorities of the Illinois Senate and House.' 


Bartley J. Burns, manger of the ethics 


report division of the Cook County 
Clerk's Office, said his office will contin- 
ue to receive and maintain income dis- 
closure statements. However, he said, 
"A prudent man may wait before send- 
ing in his statement as we should have a 
Supreme Court ruling by the July 1 dead- 
line." 


ATTY. GEN. William J. Scott said 


Tuesday he will appeal Covelli's ruling of 
the Illinois Supreme Court. 


Eppley said he has already filed two 


copies of his own. income, because his 
village salary is over $20,000. Moreover, 
he is a member of the Governor's Advi- 
sory Commission on Civil Defense. 
Ogilvie has already said the ruling has 
no effect on his executive order requiring 
the disclosure of income and assets of 
state employes -and commission mem- 
bers. 


The income disclosure forms have al- 


ready been distributed to members of the 
board of trustees, plan commission and 
zoning board of appeals members and 
the mayor, Eppley said. 


Last February, Eppley appeared be- 


fore a group of legislators and asked 
them to exempt plan commission and 
zoning board members from the act be- 
' cause he felt the village's ordinances' 
were sufficient to guard against conflicts 
of interest. 


Yesterday he said he still feels such 


commission members should be ex- 
empted, but that otherwise the law 
should still apply. 


A number of reasons were given in 


Covelli's decision for his ruling. They in- 
clude: 


—Its language and breadth invaded the 


constitutional right of privacy of the per- 
sons affected by it. 


—It attempted to regulate the judicary 


in conflict with Illinois Supreme Court 
supervision over the lower courts. 


— It did not provide for disclosure of 


possible conflicts of interest, or a candi- 


date's campaign contributions. 


—It required full' disclosure of the fi- 


nancial holdings of a candidate's wife 
and children, no matter how the holdings 
were acquired.

The Mount Prospect Village Board last 


week approved renting space in a buijd- 
ing owned by a member of a village 
commission. As a result, the commis- 
sioner will receive $3,600 of village funds. 


Village officials, including the attor- 


ney, insist the action does not violate the 
village's conflict of Interest ordinance. 
And by certain interpretation, you could 
say It does not. 


But. at best, the action is a little too 


close for comfort to creating a conflict. 


The space, at 201 N. Prospect Ave., is 


being used for the ICE HoUse, a coun- 
seling center operated by the Mount 
P r o s p e c t Community Action Plan 
(CAP). The village board voted to fi- 
nance $20,515 of CAP'S budget, which in- 
cludes the $3.600 for the ICE House rent. 
The board took the action upon recom- 
mendation of the village's mental health 
community services and mental health 
commission. 


CONRAD MAZESKI, the ICE House's 


new landlord, is an appointed member of 
that commission. When he voted to rec- 
ommend approval of CAP's budget, he 
had already been asked about available 
space in his building. His price came in 
at $300 a month, plus electricity — an 
amount pretty close to the $3,600 A year 
already in the budget. 


CAP director Bob Day said three 


places were considered before choosing 
Mazeski's building. Village Mgr. Robert 
Eppley said "a lot of places" were look- 
ed at before he recommended signing a 
contract with Mazeski. He said the vil- 
lage "got a better deal" from Mazeski. 


Since the ICE House staff is almost 


moved into Mazeski's building, and the 
contract has been signed, it's too late for 
the village board to correct the situation. 
But it's not too late for trustees to make 
sure that next time a member of the vil- 
lage government may benefit from a 
board decision, they take a closer look at 
the situation. 


Teachers Present Contract Package 


Teachers in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 


presented a 1072-73 teacher contract 
package including a salary raise to the 
school board bargaining team Monday 
night. 


Dan Vondran, chairman of the Mount 


Prospect Education Association (MPEA) 
would not release the contents of the 
package. "There's not really much, 
change in fringe benefits. It's very sim- 
ilar to what we have now," Vondran 
said. "We did ask for a few things. I 
suppose they called it a raise. We didn't 
agree to a no-raise (contract)." 


Vondran said the two teams agreed not 


to reveal the teachers' demands until the 
school board figures the cost of the pack- 
age. "If we find we're out of line, we 
would change our proposal," Vondran 
said.

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Historical Farm 
Proposed For 
Prairie Park 


An historical farm, financed by a 


$40,000 Arlington Heights Park District 
tax levy, has been proposed for Prairie 
Park, a 10-acre site at Belmont Street 
and Council Trail. 


The farm, which would Include a 


house, barn, chicken house and animals, 
would be financed by the levying of an 
aquariums and museums tax. The tax 
could not exceed .015 per cent of the as- 
sessed property value of the district, or 
1.5 cents per $100 assessed valuation on 
individual property tax bills. 


"If this proposal is approved by the 


board of commissioners before they pass 
the appropriations ordinance, $40,000 
could be levied this year," said Thomas 
Thornton, director of parks and recrea- 
tion, who has proposed the farm. 


THE AQUARIUMS and museums tax, 


which was approved in June, 1893 and 
amended in May, 1951, has been under 
re view I by the park district for the past 
several months. 


"We had to make sure our farm pro- 


posal would fit in with the purpose of the 
tax," said Angelo Capulli, park director. 
"Our attorney has also studied the pro- 
posal, which has been revised a few 
times, to make sure the farm fit the defi- 
nition of a museum." 


Thornton estimated that the entire 


project would cost about $100,000, and 
would be extended over several years. 
He is hopeful that some of the required 
animals and equipment would be donated 
to keep the cost to a minimum. 


The farm would also provide several 


garden plots for residents to use for crop 
planting during the summer. This year 
all of Prairie Park has been divided into 
garden plots. 


"The farm is to be developed to recap- 


ture the historical aspects of the early 
farms in the Arlington Heights area," 
Thornton said, "This isn't going to be a 
run-of-the-mill small animal farm, it is to 
be as authentic as possible." 


Exhibits would be part of the farm, 


and include tools and farm equipment 
used during the early days of Arlington 
Heights. A room to seat about 30 persons 
for demonstrations will also be in- 
corporated in the plans, Thornton said. 


DOMESTIC FARM animals and fowl

How Can Rail Accidents Be Halted?

A car stalls on the railroad tracks as 


an oncoming train sounds its horn and 
applies the brakes. The situation spells 
danger and sometimes death. 


This month, two persons were killed on 


Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks in 
separate 
accidents in Palatine and 


Mount Prospect. And every year several 
local residents are injured in auto-train 
crashes. 


What can be done to prevent the acci- 


dents? Railroad officials and the Illinois 
Commerce Commission answer in uni- 
son: "Not much."

Huge 1930 Train Collision Recalled

Though there were fewer cars around 


to hit in 1930, trains cruising along the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. tracks 
found many obstacles in their way, from 
cows to sewer pipes. 


One of the worst accidents in the early 


years of Arlington Heights happened on 
March 18, 1930 at 8:45 p.m. A com- 
bination of darkness and lack of warning 
signals caused two trains, coming from 
opposite directions, one on each of the 
two tracks, to crash into a huge sewer 
tile. 


The tile, mounted on a 7-by-14 foot 


stoneboat, was being pulled by a tractor 
across the tracks on the eastern section 
of the village. As the load inched its way 
across the tracks, a cable broke, leaving 


the huge sewer pipe and its stoneboat in 
the path of the trains. 


"The accident wouldn't have happened 


if there had been flagmen to warn the 
oncoming trains," said George E. Clark, 
a trainmaster at the time of the crash. 
He retired from the railroad in 1970, af- 
ter 64 years of service. 


The first train to hit the tile was a 


Chicago-bound Badger State Limited, 
which was traveling at an estimated 45 
miles per hour. The engineer saw the tile 
when it was about 500 feet in front of 
him, and applied the brake. But it was 
too late. Both the engineer and fireman 
jumped from the train to avoid serious 
injury. 


Carl Kutzner, engineer of the west- 


bound No. 1087 suburban train headed for 


Harrington, did not have time to jump, 
and became the only fatality. Twenty 
persons were injured. Though some resi- 
dents ran to warn the train, the Barring- 
ton local had no chance of stopping and 
piled not only into the sewer tile, but the 
wreck of the Badger State Limited. 


The estimate of damage was $500,000. 


Among the 5,000 Arlington Heights 


residents of 1930 who remember 
the 


crash are C. L. Griffith and Elmer 
Crane, who still live in the village. Both 
residents heard the story of the accident 
less than an hour after it happened, but 
neither took a first-hand look. 


Mrs. Henry Malzahn of S. Chestnut 


Street was aboard the westbound train. 
'Though she was not injured, her glasses 
were broken in the crash.

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Unit School Study Gets Go Ahead 


The Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 


Board of Education formally committed 
itself Monday to a feasibility study on 
forming a unit school district with grades 
kindergarten through twelve. 


As expected the board voted unani- 


mously to investigate a unit district 
which probably would consist of Dist. 59 
and some adjacent areas, including Elk 
Grove and Forest View high schools. 


Supt. James Erviti, a long-time unit 


district advocate, said, "The unit district 
Is the sensible and reasonable way to or- 
ganize education because of its substan- 
tial financial and educational advan- 
tages." 


Last week, budget committee members 


agreed to allocate funds in the 1972-73 
budget to study the feasibility of a unit 


district and to develop the guidelines for 
its formation. 


At that time board member Sharrie 


Hildebrandt said that after the study is 
completed, boundaries would be estab- 
lished for the proposed unit district. 
Next, she said, permission would have to 
be obtained from the county and state su- 
perintendents to hold a unit district ref- 
erendum. 


He said the state financial aid formula 


was in favor of unit districts as opposed 
to dual districts, or separate elementary 
and high school districts. 


BECAUSE FORMING a unit district 


would mean a break with High School 
Dist, 214 and the six other elementary 
districts in Wheeling and Elk Grove 


townships, feeding into Dist. 214 the 
board voted to invite those districts to 
help in the feasibility study. 


Erviti said according to some research 


last fall, the cost of unit district studies 
were running from $12,000 to $30,000. He 
estimated a study for Dist. 59 would run 
about $30,000 and added that the state 
would pay $1,500 toward a study. 


MRS. HILDEBRANDT suggested that 


the board direct Erviti to seek bids from 
consultants for the feasibility study. 
However board member Al Domanico 
said more groundwork should be done 
before a consultant was chosen. 


Allen Sparks, budget committee chair- 


man, said the unit district study was in 
keeping with the board's responsibility to 


provide the highest quality education at 
the lowest possible cost to the taxpayers. 


He said the school board would be 


shirking its duty if it did not investigate 
the possibility of consolidation. 


"We fully appreciate the advantages 


which accrue to a truly local district in 
terms of communication between citizens 
and 
their 
elected 
representatives," 


Sparks said. "Therefore it is our feeling 
that priority be given to the maintenance 
of relatively small units." 


Erviti said he did not flunk that a unit 


made up of only Dist. 59 would be ap- 
proved since it would contain about 38 
per cent of the assessed valuation of 
Dist. 214 with only 5 per cent of the stu- 
dents.

THE BOARD offered the possibility of

If it does not "try" to stop a "wildcat" 


work stoppage it can be held responsible 
for "any and all damages, injuries, and 
costs incurred by the district." 


JOHN BARGER, assistant superin- 


tendent of Dist. 21 and spokesman for the 
board team, said the board would only 
like the council to "try" to settle the 
matter if the situation develops 
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He said he will try to put his ex- 


planation in writing for the next meeting. 


A third problem in the talks lies in the 


"impasse procedure" in the new con- 
tract. 


Under the current contract it only 


takes one party to call an impasse, and 
the council would like to keep it that 
way. 


However, the board considers that for 


an impasse both parties must call it. 
"Otherwise," Barger said, "both teams 
will be holding back during the regular 
talks since they know an impasse will be 
coming. 


He added that more stalling also takes 


place when one party can call an im- 
passe. Barger's team will try to write a 
counter-proposal agreeable to the coun- 
cil. 


The final problem, binding arbitration 


in grievance procedures, was accepted in 
principle, if other minor word changes 
and more specifics are worked out in the 
procedural agreement as a whole. 


IF THESE four problems are settled at 


the next meeting, the procedural pack- 
age will be put aside for the next two 
years, since that is also in the new con- 
tract proposal. 


When the two teams finish with the 


procedural agreement they will start dis- 
cussing the salary and fringe benefit 
package The council has not yet made a 
proposal in this area.

The Des Plaines 
Warmer 
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Feud Between 
Mayor, Aldermen 
Comes To Light 


by LEON SHURE 
A News Analysis 


A growing conflict between Mayor Her- 


bert Behrel and several aldermen over 
the administration of city affairs is be- 
ginning to shake city hall and may have 
an impact on next year's mayoral elec- 
tion, 


At issue are the prerogatives of the al- 


dermen and their committees — which 
are involved in many of the adminis- 
trative details of city government — ver- 
sus the mayor's responsibility as chief 
executive. 


The conflict represents a direct chal- 


lenge to the mayor's power and author- 
ity, a challenge that could discourage 
him from seeking reelection in 1973. 


The dispute seems to have been build- 


ing for some time. In the last few weeks 
— as part of what would ordinarily be a 
mere difference of opinion on a minor 
matter — it has become public, loud and 
increasingly angry. 


Already, some egos have been bruised. 


And there are indications that the offi- 
cials involved, who jealously guard their 
powers and prerogatives, are in some 
cases acting more out of hurt pride than 
a desire for more efficient and effective 
city government. 


THE CONFLICT came to light early 


this month when several aldermen — the 
most vocal being Aid. Thomas Koplos 
(1st). Aid. Joseph Szabo (1st), Aid. 
Charles Bolek (3rd) and Aid. Alan 
Abraras (8th) — said Behrel had ex- 
ceeded his power by authorizing bids on 
a water main without consulting the al- 
dermanic committee which had decided 
to delay construction of the main. 


Behrel said he had informed the com- 


mittee head, Koplos, before ordering the 
bidding but Koplos denies it. Behrel said 
he acted because of the urgent need for 
the main, under authority given to him 
in a 1069 ordinance.

The aldermen have said they may re- 


vise that ordinance, which was designed 
to make the bidding process more ef- 
ficient, because of the need to exert their 
aldermanic responsibility and provide 
"close to the people" representation. 


On the surface, the mayor and city 


council seem to be sparring for power. 
Both sides have their own versions. Ac- 
cording to one side, the dictatorial mayor 
is trying to make the council a rubber 
stamp. The mayor may feel that an ill- 
mannered and obstructionist council is 
trying to sabotage his efficient adminis- 
tration of city services and programs. 


Despite arguments thrown out by each 


side, the real, below the surface issue is 
probably the mayor's age, his sometimes 
impatient and imperious attitude towards 
the aldermen, and the lack of any in- 
dication that Behrel is planning to retire. 


BEHREL IS 66. He has been mayor 


since 1957, and full time mayor since 
1961. He's the city's oldest public official, 
and was an alderman when some of the 
present council members were in high 
school, 


None of the aldermen are about to ar- 


gue that anyone knows more about Des 
Plaines than the mayor. The aldermen 
like the mayor, apparently as much as 
the voters do. They would name a street 
or a skyscraper after him — or say pri- 
vately that he is the best mayor the city 
has had. But at least five of them want 
his job. 


The mayor doesn't appear to want to 


leave. During this latest term, the mayor 
has been his most progressive: down- 
town redevelopment, senior citizen hous- 
ing, environmental laws, plans to end 
downtown road bottlenecks. He doesn't 
appear to be a man who is looking for- 
ward to retirement. 


Still the aldermen have stated good 


reasons to be irritated by him. He's too 
old, and he's getting more and more ill- 
tempered, they are saying privately. 


There is no question the mayor gets 


angry — as he did during a shouting 
match with Koplos two weeks ago. 
Whether the mayor is getting to feel he 
has a hereditary and lifelong right to his 
office, or whether he isn't as sharp or 
tough as ever is a question the voters

Membership Is Declining 
Downtown Churches In Trouble?

(First of Two Articles) 


While Des Plaines churches as a group 


have remained healthy despite a steady 
national decline in attendance, downtown 
Protestant churches here show signs of 
being in serious trouble, according to a 
Herald survey. 


At the same time, outlying churches 


here, in particular those of the evangeli- 
cal ''Bible-oriented" denominations, have 
attracted large numbers of new mem- 
bers, many of whom.have turned away 
from the mainline Protestant churches, 
the survey has shown. 


Hard hit by the decline in membership 


have been the First United Methodist 
Church, Immanuel Lutheran Church and 
the First Congregational Church — all 
three established churches of major de- 
nominations that have been located 
downtown for many years. 


At First Congregational, 766 Graceland 


Ave., membership has dropped 30 per 
cent in the last five years, from 1,682 
members in 1966 to 1,192 last year, ac- 
cording to Rev. E. C. Grant, associate 
pastor. 


REV. GRANT SAID average attend- 


ance on Sundays has gone from 467 per- 
sons in 1966 to 310 last year, a decrease 
of about 31 per cent. 


Rev. Allen Fedder of Immanuel Lu- 


theran Church, Lee and Thacker streets, 
said there have been slight drops in both 
membership and attendance at his 
church. 


He declined to give any figures, but 


said the dropoff has occurred steadily 


since Immanuel Lutheran reached a 
peak membership level five years ago. 


Membership at First United Methodist, 


666 Graceland, has gone down from 
about 2,000 five years ago to 1,700 at pre- 
sent, according to Rev. R. A. W. Bruehl. 
The drop amounts to about a 15 per cent 
decrease in membership. 


A number of things have hurt the 


downtown Protestant 
churches. 
The 


clergymen cite "competition" from the 
growing number of outlying churches; a 
changing downtown area that has seen 
older members die out or leave; in- 
creased mobility of newer residents; and 
the general decline in church attendance 
throughout the nation. 


A r e c e n t Gallup poll showed 


churchgoing has dropped steadily since 
1958 when a church attendance poll was 
first taken by the Gallup organization. 


In 1971, according to the poll, only 40 


per cent of Americans said they attend 
church regularly, compared to 49 per 
cent who said they went every week in 
1958. 


ON THE WHOLE, churches in Des 


Plaines seem to be holding their own. 
despite the downward trend in attendance 
nationally, conversations with almost a 
score of local clergymen indicate. 


Although the downtown Protestant 


churches are having trouble, St. Mary's. 
794 Pearson St., has been able to main- 
tain a stable membership in the last five 
years, according to the Rev. Martin Far- 
rell, pastor of the downtown Catholic 
church. 


In the newer, outlying areas of the 


city, churches of the major protestant 
denominations have grown right along 
with the developing subdivisions. Free of 
the problems caused by declinging neigh- 
borhoods or older congregations, these 
outlying churches have seen their mem- 
bership and attendance climb steadily 
with the influx of new families. 


According to Rev. Keith Davis, pastor 


of the Church of the Master, 295 E. Cen- 
tral Rd., one problem with a congregation 
of that type is the high degree of turn- 
over. 


"With the mobility in suburban church- 


es, it's v«ry hard to use the talents such 
as leadership. These talents can't be in- 
tegrated into the congregation because 
people are moving in and out of the area 
all the time," said Rev. Davis. 


"It seems we serve a procession rather 


than a congregation," he said. 


TWELVE YEARS AGO when his 


church was founded, Rev. Davis said, 
there were 85 active members. Now 
there are 250, but of those original 85, 
only 16 still live in the Des Plaines area. 


More spectacular, especially in light of 


the declining interest in churchgoing na- 
tionally, has been the growth of the 
Evangelical "Bible-oriented" churches 
here. Their emphasis on Bible study and 
worship, and their tendency to ignore 
social issues that have brought ferment 
to the major denominations, seem to ap- 
peal to a growing number of people. 


You don't have to join a "Bible" 


church, their pastors say. You can just 
go and worship. In some cases, their av- 
erage attendance exceeds total member' 


ship, indicating an attractiveness for 
families who need worship but don't 
want to make the commitments of tradi- 
tional church membership. 


In some ways, the things that have 


contributed to the success of the evangel- 
ical churches are the same things that 
have worked against the older churches. 
First United Methodist, whose denomina- 
tion has been extremely active nationally

administrators, on the basis that the ad- 
ministrators are not needed, or are too 
expensive. 


Meanwhile, the 16 aldermen have drawn 


a total of almost $40,000 a year in sala- 
ries and expenses, and used up most of 


the $12,000 a year and city clerk's time 
so they could be kept informed. 


The council has always been more in- 


volved in the day to day operation of the 
city than have councils in nearby munici- 
palities. 


As this dispute comes to a head in the 


next few months, the council and the 
mayor may be able to reach a com- 
promise to allow them to work well to- 
gether once again If there's no com- 
promise, and both sides continue at odds 
with each other, Behrel may be 
suaded from continuing in office.

Handicapped Tuition Fee 
Up To $500 Approved 


Parents of severely handicapped chil- 


dren in High School Dist. 214 will have 
up to $500 of their children's tuition in 
private institutions paid during the sum- 
mer by the taxpayers, 
, 


The board Monday night agreed to 


make district funds available to pay 
.summer tuition for the children who are 
so severely handicapped that they are 
placed in institutions for the full year. 
The district now has 78 such children. 


The summer payment is made possible 


for the first time this year by an action 
of the Legislature calling for state reim- 
bursement of 80 per cent of the costs, 
Supt. Edward Gilbert told the board. 


The children are placed in private in- 


stitutions that can serve them best, some 
as far away as Texas and New York, 
Gilbert said, and during the school year 
the district and state pay up to $2,000 for 
their tuition. 


"EVEN WITH THE breadth of special 


education programs the public schools 
are required to offer, there are some 
children we just can't serve," Gilbert 
said. He added that the full cost of main- 
taining the children in institutions usual- 
ly exceeds the district's tuition payment 
and the rest is paid by the parents. 


In the past the parents have had to pay 


the full cost of the child's care in the 
summer because the district was not 
allowed to pay tuition during the sum- 
mer, Gilbert said. 


He added that he did not recommend 


the board take the action to provide the 
money, but could also not recommend 
they not take the action. "I have some 
mixed emotions about this because we 
can't provide money for summer pro- 
grams for children in our own district's 
special education programs," he said. 


v 
The board, however, voted to provide 


the funds, with only board member Jack 
Costello dissenting. Costello explained he 
was voting against the programs because 
"we could afford to be second on this 
sort of thing and could wait for a year to 
see how it works out other places."

Ogilvie sent the bills back to 
the Legislature with amendments mak- 
ing the state aid less direct but retaining 
the original amount, $30 million.

THE BILLS were passed by the legis-

Another three bills, identical to the 


bills passed earlier, will be presented to 
the legislature this week, said Schlick- 
man.

The first bill calls for public school 


contribution of textbooks and auxiliary 
services to nonpublic school students. 
The public school would, in turn, be 
reimbursed by the state for the expense 


The second bill provides for scholar- 


ship support to non-public school students 
from poverty level families. The parent 
of a nonpublic school student must turn a 
voucher in to a public school for the 
scholarship. Again the public school 
would be reimbursed by the state 


In the third bill, the state is authorized 


to pay a public school a grant for cooper- 
ative programs between public and pri- 
vate schools

Extended To 21 


The governing board of the organiza- 


tion which is the delegate agency (or 
funding of the local Head Start program 
has expanded iU membership Iron nine 
to21 this month. 


The new board of Norwesco Opportuni- 


ty Council, Inc., the local group whtek 
run* the area Head Start program, is 
composed of three equally represented 
sectors: parent* of Head Start children, 
private or interested community people 
and public or individual representatives 
from community organizations. 


The expansion was approved at the 


April 11 meeting of the board and the 
new board members were seated at the 
same meeting. 


"I feel it is a very positive change and 


1 don't anticipate any drastic changes (in 
the operation of the program)," said 
Mrs. Bonnie Byrne, interim director of 
Norwesco. 


She explained the main responsibility 


of board members Is to act as resource 
people and ten the community about 
Mead Start and make an appeal to the 
community for donations to cover the 20 
per cent of Norwesco's budget which is 
not federally funded. 


Norwesco has four Head Start centers 


located in Prospect Heights, Arlington 
Heights, DCS Plaines and Palatine and 
covers more than 240 square miles. Mrs. 
Byrne said it was Impossible for the for- 
mer nine member board to even begin to 
reach all the people. 


Expansion of the board had been under 


consideration for several months, accord- 
ing to Mrs, Byrne. Faced with the need 
for additional funds to operate, the for- 
mer board realized it had to get more 
persons involved in the operation of Nor- 
wesco and decided expansion of the 
board would be'the best answer, she ex- 
plained. 


AT ONE TIME consolidation of the 


Norwesco board with the Northwest Op- 
portunity Center board was considered 
because both cover approximately the 
same area and serve basically the same 
families. This was decided against be- 
cause it was felt the operations of Nor- 
wesco and NOC would be too much for 
one board to handle. 


Instead of combining boards, Norwesco 


board members decided to expand and 
work toward a closer relationship with 
the NOC board. Hector Martinez, chair- 
man of the NOC governing board, has 
been appointed to the Norwesco board. 


Board members for the parent senior 


are Guadalupe Barrientes and Mrs. 
Mickey Enright from the Des Plaines 
center, Charles Gibson and Martinez 
from the Palatine center, Mrs. Charlotte 
Schafer and Mrs. Eva Gam from the 
Wheeling center and Mrs. Carol Vessell 
and Ralphie Pena from the Arlington 
Heights center. 


Representing the private sector are 


George Theodore of the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps and Wheeling High School; 
Dr. Karen Scott, former medical director 
of Head Start; Martin Enright, a Des 
Plaines parent; the Rev. Anton Weber of 
the Good Shepherd Lutheran Church in 
Prospect Heights; and Mrs. Sharon Wan- 
ner, a PTA president at Kensington 
School in Arlington Heights.

He said "minorities don't exist" in 


Dist. 54 adding they are absorbed as a 
part of the whole school system. 


The SCLC began an investigation in 


Hanover Park last week, after it was 
learned a cross was burned at the future 
home of Mr. and Mrs. Williard William- 
son, who have an adopted Mack baby. 


Michael Bakalis, state superintendent 


of public instruction has been contacted 
regarding teachers involved in the cross 
burning incident. He has not yet re- 
sponded, Brooks said Friday.

As more and more people 65 and over 


have received Social Security checks 
during the past 20 years, fewer and few- 
er of them have made their homes with 
relatives. 


Of the 12 million people 65 and over in 


1932, one in six got monthly Social Secur- 
ity checks and half lived with relatives, 
according to Cornelius R. Schafer, man- 
ager of the Chicago Northwest Social Se- 
curity office. 


"Today there are more than 20 million 


people 63 and over," he said. "Four out 
of five get Social Security checks and 
one in three lives with relatives." 


Social Security may have contributed 


to the live-alone trend, according to 
Schafer. 


"A study shows that most people 65 


and ever prefer to live on their own if 
they have enough income," he said. 
"And Social Security payments have be- 
come the largest single share of their in- 
come — now about 34 per cent." 


SINCE 1932, the average monthly So- 


cial Security check paid to a retired 
worker has increased from $50 to $131. 
The number of people who get Social Se- 
curity retirement benefits has increased 
from 2 million to nearly 17 million. 


"Some of the people getting retirement 


checks are under 65," Schafer said. 
"They Include wives, dependent hus- 
bands, and children of retired workers — 
plus retired workers who begin collecting 
reduced benefits at 62,63 or 64." 


"But more than nine out of 10 people 65 


and over are eligible for Social Security 
payments." he noted. "And two out of 
three of them prefer to live by them- 
selves — as married couples or single 
people:" 


Four out of five married couples with 


one member 6$ or over now live apart 
from relatives — compared to two out of 
three in 1952. 


Three out of five single people 65 or 


over live alone now — compared to half 
the single men and two in five single 
women In 1052, the study shows. 


The study was conducted by the Social 


Security Administration of the U.S. De- 
partment of Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare.

There is no sure way to prevent the flu 


and it is passed through the air like any 
other virus. There are not very many 
things you can do to cure it once you 
have gotten it, except to provide symp- 
tomatic support, which means getting 
plenty of fluids to prevent dehydration 
and taking medicines to relieve headache 
and reduce fever if the condition is bad 
enough to justify this. Whatever treat- 
ment is provided for individuals with a 
virus infection or flu is mainly to treat 
the symptoms. None of these medicines 
can actually get rid of the virus. Nature 
has to do the rest. 


Coughjng and sneezing without cov- 


ering the face does disseminate infected 
droplets, which helps to transmit respi- 
ratory infections, including flu. Besides, 
it is just common courtesy to cover your 
face when this occurs. 


THERE IS NO such thing as a cold for 


three months. Anyone who has symp- 
toms of a "cold" that last more than a 
week should certainly see a doctor. A 
"cold" that lasts for three months is 
something else. It may be an allergy or 
it may be a chronic lung infection or 
chronic sinusitis, In any case, it deserves 
medical attention without further delay. 


The reason doctors don't always give 


antibiotics to treat colds is that, unless 
there is an associated bacterial infection 
of the throat or sinuses, they don't do 
any good. Antibiotics are not effective 
against common virus infections, such as 
flu. 


A steam bath and a massage for ach- 


ing muscles are often helpful. People 
who are seriously ill, or individuals with 
heart or circulatory diseases, should be 
careful about using steam baths, how- 
ever, except under a doctor's advice.

Ex'Madam Collects Antiques 
With Profits From 'Hooking'

Across the table sits * 67-year-old 


woman. She is an avid antique collector 
and loves to grow flowers, especially 
chrysanthemums. 


In the past month she has appeared 


with Dick Cavett, David Frost, David 
Suskind, has been on many radio stations 
and has been interviewed by scores of 
newspapers. 


But the reason for her sudden popu- 


larity and notoriety is not because of her 
interest in antiques or flowers, but be- 
cause of her business career and a col- 
lection of memoirs about her rather un- 
usual calling.

for the book have allowed her to do a lot 
of traveling in recent weeks, but she 
added that she likes to spend more time 
browsing than rushing about. 


"Hell. I like to spend some time look- 


ing for antiques." she explained, simulta- 
neously reinforcing her contention that 
her language Is as salty as any sailor's. 


She added that if she makes any mon- 


ey from the book she would like to travel 
to Japan, primarily to examine the Ori- 
ental flowers that she enjoys. 


"They don't put pockets in shrouds," 


she added to explain her feelings about 
saving money. 


Pauline also plans to sell her country 


home and 150 acre farm outside Bowling 
Green, Ky., in the near future so that she 
can move to Texas to be closer to one of 
her sons. 


She said the sale of the book should go 


well. 


"I FIGURE that I've had at least one 


million men come through my doors that 
will all want to see what I wrote about 
them and about 500,000 women who will 
want to see what 1 wrote about their hus- 
bands," Pauline said, 


Miss Tabor is an advocate of legalized 


prostitution in the United States. She 
feels that with proper medical super- 
vision, legalized prostitution would limit 
the veneral disease epidemic- that has hit 
the country. 


On the topic of marriage, Pauline, who 


has been married twice :— said a 
woman should wait until she is at least 
25 to marry so that "she can see, know 
and learn a few things." 


The grandmotherly woman could not 


estimate the number of girls that worked 
for her nor how much money she might 
'have made in the four decades her 
houses were open. 


OUTSIDE OF A few minor scraps with 


the law, she managed to avoid major le- 
gal problems, Pauline said the Internal 
Revenue Service examined her records 
several times with no dire consequences. 


"Uncle Sam doesn't care how you 


make it, just as long as he gets his 
share," she said, adding a wink. 


Pauline, who will be traveling in the 


West during May to promote the booh, 
said she had not lost any friends because 
of the book. 


"Heavens no," she exclaimed, "they 


bought up all the copies back home and 
lined up for blocks when I came for auto- 
graph parties at the local bookstores."

Mental Health Panelists 
Back Service Funds Bill 


Members of the Citizens Committee of 


the Illinois Department of Mental Health 
responded enthusiastically last week to 
an application 'for state funds presented 
by Elk Grove Village Community Ser- 
vice. 


Representatives for Community Ser- 


vice presented the request for $52,000 to 
the committee, which will make the last 
recommendation on the fate of the appli- 
cation before it goes to the State Depart- 
ment of Mental Health for a final deci- 
sion., 


Community Service is applying for the 


grant to serve Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships with psychiatric and 
mental health services. 


The area now is being served along 


with Wheeling and Palatine townships by 
Northwest Mental Health Clinic in Ar- 
lington Heights. Northwest has applied 
for funds to continue serving the four- 
township area.

ADVISORY COMMITTEE 
members 


questioned Community Service represen- 
tatives and officials from Northwest, who 
appeared immediately after Community 
Service, on whether the two agencies 
would be able to cooperate if they each 
received funds. 


Community Service Executive Director 


Jordan Rosen assured the committee 
that he believed cooperation could be 
worked out. Dr. Eugene Trager, medical 
director of Northwest, said he believed 
establishing Community Service as an in- 
dependent agency would be premature at 
this time, but added, "If my idea is not 


upheld, I'm sure we can turn around and 
cooperate with Community Service." 


Committee chairman Vernon Frazee 


told Dr. Trager that he hoped the com- 
munications between the two groups 
could be worked out, adding, "It seems 
to me that looking at the population 
growth projected in that area, a respon- 
sible position for you to take is to encour- 
. age the new agency. I don't think there 
is a real crisis here in terms of the two 
organizations." 


Dr. Trager explained that he was con- 


cerned about a possible cutback in the 
Northwest grant if Community Service 
was funded and said, "We feel we don't 
have enough money whether we have 
two townships or four townships. We 
want to avoid any idea that if we have 
two townships (instead of four) we would 
have half the work." Committee mem- 
bers assured Dr. Trager that they were 
thinking of no such cutback. 


BOTH COMMUNITY Service and 


Northwest representatives were praised 
from Frazee for what he termed their 
innovative approaches to mental health 
care. 


As Community Service representatives 


prepared to leave the meeting,- Frazee 
said, "We'll do the best we can for you in 
terms of a recommendation." 


The citizens committee recommenda- 


tion along with recommendations from 
state mental health department 
staff 


members will be sent to state mental 
h e a l t h department headquarters in 
Springfield, and grant allocations are ex- 
pected to be announced early in July.

Auxilians at Holy Family Hospital, Des

"With the recent signing of implied 


consent legislation, Holy Family aux- 
ilians saw a need for greater public 
awareness of the hazards of drinking and 
driving," said Mrs. John Reese, aux- 
iliary president. 


The drink-drive calculators, which are 


pocket-size and made of light 
weight 


cardboard, are designed to compute the 
approximate amount of alcohol that a 
person can consume in relation to his 
weight, without impairing his driving 
ability and without exceeding the legal 
Illinois limit of 10 per cent of blood alco- 
hol. 


"THE CALCULATORS can also deter- 


mine when driving ability should be ques- 


tioned, generally considered to be five 
per cent blood alcohol, because of drink- 
ing," Mrs. Reese said. 


The calculators were developed by the 


Governor's Traffic Safety Coordinating 
Committee. 


The auxiliary is distributing the calcu- 


lators free of charge as a public service. 


The project is endorsed by the Illinois 


Hospital Association, a voluntary non- 
profit association of 300 hospitals which 
acts as the spokesman and program 
coordinator for hospitals in their inter- 
action with public groups and with volun- 
tary and government-health agencies. 


The implied consent bill, passed in the 


last session of the General Assembly, 
was signed into law by Gov. Ogilvie Jan. 
4, 1972. Under the new law police have 
the authority to order drivers suspected 
of driving while under Hie influence it 
alcohol to submit to a breathalyzer test. 
Illinois was the last of the 50 states to 
submit such a program.

don't collect flowers. I collect their 
names. 


Every plant has at least two names, Its 


Latin name — ceratophyllum, for in- 
stance — and the name everybody but 
the professors use — hornwort. 


Naming plants was kind of haphazard, 


until a very formal gent named Linnaeus 
(Latin for von Linne. his Swedish name) 
came along. From him was derived the 
modern system of naming plants. 


THE INTERNATIONAL Rules of Bot- 


annieal Nomenclature are veddy, veddy 
Establishment. There are 70 articles, 
rules and recommendations. The system 
promotes uniformity, accuracy and fixity 
in the use of names, and takes all the fun 
out of name-catling. 


It's curious that such a bureaucratic 


system has allowed stragglers to survive 
in its garden of names. The systems' 
chiefs must have been unconscious when 
they let Hottentot's fig, maypop or tidy- 
tips slip by. 


When they passed out $50 Linnaean 


names, who let lablab, creamcups and 
yucca pass the censors? 


It would discourage most people if they 


had to call their little pickles by its Lin- 
naean moniker, othonna crassifolia. Of 
course, there are times when the bot- 
annlcai name is less embarrassing: Ni- 
gella brasslea napus is commonly called 
the rape plant, while bastard balm is 
more couthly referred to as melittis. On 
the other hand, the confusion between co- 
r e o p s i s and cprylopsis is strictly 
grammatical. 


NOTEWORTHY IS the fact that many 


plants have been named after animals: 
rat tailed radish, 
pidgeon pea, fish 


grass, bullbay. ragged robin, buffalo cur- 
rent, tiger's jaw to name a few. Lob- 
ster's claw is an animal-ly name that 
describes one of the most fantastically 
exotic red and black flowers ever seen 
by man. 


Just off the top of my 10-year research 


project, I can rattle off some flowers 
that sound as if they might be found in a 
hospital: feverfew, stitchwort, celeriac, 
Caucasian scabiosa. Indian physic. Imag- 


ine a doctor prescribing bromeliad for a 
case of gangora complicated by strep- 
topus. 


I'VE NOT ROOM to devote to dead 


nettle, kidney vetch, ordeal bean, self 
heal, lungwort, speedwell, bloodleaf and 
others too sick to mention. 


I wonder what would happen if some- 


one crossed a devil-in-a-bush with a love- 
in-a mist? Or a sweet William with a 
tiger lily? Hitch a wishbone flower to a 
toothache tree and get out of a dentist 
bill! 


By virtue of their mature names, these 


are eligible for Medicare: old man cac- 
tus (cephal ocereus senilis), century 
plant, Harry Lauder's walking stick, old 
man's beard, dodder (a parasitic plant) 
and live-for-ever. 


Some might make short shrift of thrift. 


Before this, I never knew Japanese hop. 


If I were a flower, I'd recoil at being 


called stinking cedar, wormwood, swal- 
low wart, pignut, soursap or ipmpernel. 
How revolting to be a squirting cucum- 
ber! 


AT THE SAME time, some names are 


beautiful. Witness fare maid of Febru- 
ary, pretty face, blue curls and Venus' 
looking glass. 


Religious flowers I've known (and sur- 


vived on holy water) are the prayer 
plant, Joseph's coat and Jacob's ladder, 
the 12 apostles, St. Andrew's cross and 
Moses-in-a-boat. 


A b a s e b a 11-shaped candidate for 


Weight Watchers is euphorbia obesa. An 
other is fatsia. 


The chaste tree, touch-me-not, virgin's 


bower, lovage, cupid's dart and passion 
flower are always socially acceptable in 
proper sequence. But it is in very bad 
taste to plant baby blue eyes before the 
matrimony vine. 


I tell visitors to my name garden, 


"Careful, never turn your back on the 
Rangoon creeper, adder's tongue, rat- 
stripper, snake plant, poker plant or 
monstera, for the horned rampion might 
get you." 


BUT THE RAREST blossoms in my 


collection are those that roll off the 
tongue 
like 
nectar 
from 
a 
sweet 


wivelsfield. Come to my flower show: 
I've tidytips and tweedia. There are 
raphia ruffia, polypody and pawpaw and 
little old kumquat. 


Yoo hoo! See wahoo? And kinnikinn- 


ick? 
Check loofah 
and 
mushquash, 


chincherinchee and aspidistra. Tway- 
blade, sparkleberry, yucca. Welcome, 
welcome, to my grammatical garden!

defrosting my large chest-type freezer 
until my mother passed along a bint on 
how to make the job easier.

When ready to 
defrost, I pull off the freezer tape and 
foil, ice and frost come off at one time.
